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LOW'S RENOMINATION 
CONSIDERED CERTAIN 


Views of Bruce and Cutting After 
interviews with the Mayor.

He Will Accept the Honor, Which Will 
Be Tendered at Fusion Conference 


To-night, It Is Declared. 


Mayor Low will be renominated by the 
Fusionists and will accept the nomination. 


This was the information generally circu- 
lated in both Republican and Fusion circles 
last night, based upon interviews which R. 
Fulton Cutting, the President of the Citi- 
gens’ Union, and M. Linn Bruce, the Chair- 
man of the Republican County Committee, 
had had with Mr. Low during the day. 
Neither Mr. Cutting nor Mr. Bruce would 
say outright that he had received the 
- Mayor’s assurance that he would accept a 
renomination, but from what they did say 
it- seemed perfectly plain that their reti- 
cence on this point was merely a matter of 
propriety. They evidently did not wish to 
anticipate the Mayor's own declaration. 

This declaration, it was said, will not be 
made at the Fusion conference at Citizens’ 
Union headquarters this evening, at which 
the’ Mayor will be tendered the Fusion nom- 
ination, but on Thursday, when a commit- 
tee from the conference calls upon him to 
notify him of the conference's action. 

It was also given out last evening by 
those in a position to speak with knowl- 
edge that Edward M. Grout will be renomi- 
nated by the Fusionists for Controller, and 
that Charles V. Fornes will be renomi- 
nated for President of the Board of Alder- 
men. The Fusionists are still at sea as to 
whom they will select for Borough Presi- 
dent in Manhattan to succeed Jacob A. 
Cantor. 

Mr. Bruce, in discussing the probable 
action of the Fusion conference to-night, 
said: 

“You can quote me as saying that it is 

my opinion that Mr. Low will be nominated; 
that he will accept the nomination, and 
that he will be elected.” 
\“I am quite sure that the Fusion con- 
ference will renominate Mr. Low,” said 
Mr. Cutting last night. “I do not speak 
for the conference, but that is my per- 
sonal belief.”’ 

Mayor Low returned to the city yesterday 
after spending three days at his country 
home at Rye. When asked whether he 
would accept a renomination from the Fu- 
sionists the Mayor said: 

“I will have nothing to say about poli- 
tics until after the Fusion conference which 
takes place to-morrow night.” 


There was a big gathering of Citizens’ } 


Union men last night at Lyric Hall. The 
occasion was a reception tendered to the 
district officers of the union by the mem- 
bers of the City Committee. Mr. Cutting, 
in.opening the meeting, gave a brief review 
of the work of the union. 

“We have thousands of voters enrolled 
in the Citizens’ Union,” said Mr. Cutting, 
* but the Union's strength is not so much 
in its enrollment as it is in the appeal 
which:the Union makes to the moral sense 
of the people, It was this appeal which 
caused us to poll 150,000 votes in 1897, and 
it is this appeal which will be the bulwark 
of our strength in the coming campaign. 
It we wish.te repeat our past successes, we 
must nominate good men for every office, 


om fight to the end against bad nomina- 
tions.” 

Mr. Cutting then called upon Vice Prest- 
dents of the Union in the various boroughs. 
John W. Weed of Queens said it was the 
mission of the Citizens’ Union to preach 
the doctrine that municipal government 
and national issues had nothing in common, 
end that party loyalty in municipal elec- 
tions was a sham. 

Fielding Marshall of the Bronx said that 
fn the coming campaign the Citizens’ 
Tnion ought to have a candidate for every 
office. ‘*‘ We must know the records not 
only of our opponents, but of our friends,” 
he said. 

A. M. Harris of the Borough of Richmond 
said that the work of the present adminis- 
tration for the improvement of Richmond 
had inspired the people of that borough 
with civic enthusiasm such as they had 
never had before. In past years they were 
more interested in the election of their 
local officers than in anything else. Now 
they realized that the election of a Mayor 
was of the first importance to them. 

The district leaders were then heard from. 


They told of the work which was being | 


done in the districts, and their reports were 
all of an encouraging character. 

At the conclusion of the speeches the hall 
was darkened, and pictures which will be 
used in the Citizens’ Union campaign were 
thrown upon a screen. These pictures 
showed improvements which had been made 
in the Greater City under the Low admin- 
istration.

Murphy Says Strongest Man Will Be 
Mayoralty Nominee — Praises 
Nixon’s Statement. 


With the meeting of the sub-committee 
of the Democratic City Committee last 
night at the Democratic Club, to complete 
arrangements for the holding of the City 
Convention at Carnegie Hall on Oct. 1, the 
first Teal work of the party's campaign to 
recapture the municipal government was 
begun. There was no discussion of candi- 
dates at the meeting of the committee 
proper, although about the Democratic Club 
during the evening there were many) who 
gathered to talk with Charles F. Murphy 
and others high up in the Tammany or- 
ganization, and slatemaking, while osten- 
sibly held in abeyance until after the de- 
cision of the Fusion forces as to ticket is 
announced, is going on apace. 

The sub-committee of the City Committee 
met shortly before 9 o'clock, with Bernard 
J. York of Brooklyn in the chair. Daniel 
¥F. McMahon represented Manhattan, Eu- 
gene J. McGuire represented the Bronx, 
Mr. York represented Brooklyn, Philip T. 
Cronin represented Queens, and Thomas W. 
Fitzgerald represented Richmond. James 
J. Martin, Chairman of the City: Commit- 
tee, was present as ex officio member of 
the sub-committee, and Charles F. Murphy 
‘was the only non-member in attendance. 

After the meeting, which was held in an 
upper room in the clubhouse and behind 
closed doors, Secretary Smith janmounced 
that the arrangements for d 
negie Hall for the convention 
xagement of the Sixty-ninth Regiment 
Band were the only business es 
ucted.

**T can promise that he will be a man of 
high calibre and a man whom any Demo- 
crut can support with enthusiasm and 
pride, We are in this fight to win, and the 
City Convention will name the strongest 
and best man for the position.” 

Mr. Murphy was at Tammany Hall all 
day in conference with the district leaders, 
after an absence of several days at Albany 
and Saratoga. He said he had read the 
statement issued Saturday by his predeces- 
| sor in the management of the Hall, and re- 
| garded it as a strong document. 

‘It gave me pleasure to hear from Mr. 
Nixon,’’, said Mr. Murphy, ‘for he has 
done excellent work for Tammany Hall in 
the past, and we look for much more good 
from him in the future. Mr. Nixon has 
expressed many praiseworthy sentiments, 
and we are glad to receive the benefit of 
his views. Mr. Nixon is entitled to his 
opinion on all political matters at all times, 
and as he has had access to the innermost 
Tammany circles he knows what he is talk- 
ing about. I can say with absolute sinceri- 
ty that we of Tammany Hall respect and 
admire Mr. Nixon, and if other Democrats 
expressed their views as freely few mis- 
takes would be made by the organization. 
As for the issues which Mr. Nixon presents, 
they are to be considered by the city con- 
vention. I am not discussing candidates 
in any sense either, for that point also 
will be settled by the convention.” 

At the Democratic Club last night among 
the leaders there was much discussion of 
the attitude taken by the Brooklyn leaders. 
They inclined to the belief that the Brook- 
lyn Democrats are busily engaged in bowl- 
ing over Mayoraity candidates from Man- 
hattan as fast as they are proposed. One of 
the leaders declared that the Brooklyn men, 
in their tee 4 of seeking the nomination of 
a Brooklyn man, are following a policy of 
elimination and knocking off the heads of 
the Manhattan men as fast as presented so 
as to leave only a Brooklyn man in the 
field as available. The sentiment about the 
club and about Tammany Hall still is in 
favor of the nomination of George B. Mc- 
Clellan, if he_.stands a reasonably good 
chance of being elected, and the situation 
in that respect has not changed in the last 
six months, 

Nominations for other places 6n thé Tam- 
many ticket-were freely discussed.

Haffen, Borough President of 
the Bronx, insisted, however, that his name 
should not be mentioned tn connection with 
the nomination for Sheriff. They declare 
that Mr. Haffen is a candidate for Mayor

ITHACA PUMPING PLANT BURNS. 


Well Discovered, However, Which 
Will Give City New Water Supply.

ITHACA, Sept. §.—The new pumping sta- 
tion which as a sequel to the typhoid epl- 
demic was built in connection with the new 
filter pliant to supply the City of Ithaca 
with pure water caught fire to-night from 
a gasoline tank. The buflding was burned 
to the ground, and for a while it was feared 


SBat the city would be deprived of a water 

supply. 

Late to-night, however, it is found that 
a stream of cold water forced through the 
pipes prevented very serious damage being 
done, and for the present the old pumping 
station will be able to keep up the city’s 
normal supply. The filtration plant can 
also be operated without interruption. 

Coincident with the fire the City of Ithaca 

has developed a gushing artesian well which 

| flows half a million gallons a day. This 

makes certain that Ithaca will in-.only a 

few weeks have an entirely new water sup- 

ply which will not need to be filtered and 
which cannot be contaminated.

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WILLIAM Ml, BYRNE RESIGNS 


Delaware District Attorney’s Ac- 
tion Purely Voluntary, It Is Said. 


Quarrel Between Republican Factions 
Expected to be Renewed with. In- 


creased Violence Over Appoint- 


ment of His Successor. 


OYSTER BAY, Sept. 8.—President Roose- 
velt this evening received the resignation 
of William Michael Byrne as United States 
District Attorney for Delaware. He wiu 
accept the resignation. 

Several weeks ago District Attorney 
Byrne calied on the President at Sagamore 
Hill and indicated his intention of resien- 
ing his office at an early date. His action, 
it is intumated, was purely voluntary. 

Mr. Byrne has completed arrangements 
to establish a law practice in New York 
City, and he will remove soon to that city 
from Wilmington. President Roosevelt will 
not consider the appointment of Mr. 
Byrne's successor until he returns to Wash- 


ington.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 8.—Postmaster 
General Payne, who by virtue of his posi- 
tion as Chairman of the Executive Com- 


mittee of the Republican National Commit- 

tee has acted more or less as an interme- 
diary in the Delaware factional quarrel, 
said to-night that he was wholly unadvised 
as to United States District Attorney 

Byrne’s reasons for resigning. He said it 
could not possibly have anything to do with 
the Hulda Todd case, as Mr. Byrne had 
taken no part in that affair and had not 
been drawn into it, so far as he knew. 
| It is learned that Mr, Byrne has of :ate 
been gradually drawing away from the Ad- 
dicks faction, and that he had taken ad- 
vantage of recent attaBks by the Union Re- 
publicans of Delaware on Chancellor Nich- 
olson to widen the breach between himself 
and the Addicks following. 
| It will be remembered that Byrne was ap- 
| Pointed District Attorney last December 
after he had once resigned the office to 
become a Union Republican candidate for 
Congress with the avowed purpose of hav- 
ing a show-down of the strength of the 
regular and the Union Republican Yac- 
tions. The result was the election of a 
Democrat, but it was also made clear that 
the Union Republicans had by far the 
larger number of voters. This was ac- 
cepted by the President as sufficient ground 
for recognizing the Union Republicans, and 
in a few weeks Byrne was apasweee Dis- 
trict Attorney. The nomination hung tre 
In the Senate Judiciary Committee and 
Congress adjourned without action by the 
Senate on the nomination. 

Again at the called session of the Senate 
Byrne's name was sent in. By this time 
there had occurred the election of two Sen- 
ators tn Delaware, J. Frank Allee from the 
Union Republicans and Dr. L. Heisler Ball 
from the regulars. The two Senators made 
an agreement as to Federal appointments, 
and it was generally stated at the time 
that in consideration of Senator Allee's con- 
senting to the confirmation of the appoint- 
ment of Collector Huston at Wilmington 
Senator Ball would not object to the con- 
tirmation of Byrne. 

Huston's name was first brought up for 
action, and he was congrmed. yhen 
Byrne's name was taken Senator Ball 
objected. Senator Ball -had also gone be- 

ore the Judiciary Committee and ade 
Wiarees against Byrne affecting his offictal 

ess and personal integrity. The nomi- 
nation went over. and after the Senate 
adjourned the President appointed Byrne 
in the recess. 

It is expected that the old quarrel 
tween the two factions will break out wit 
increased fury when the two Senators 
undertake to secure the appointment of a 
successor to Byrne. It is rumored here 
that Senator Ball will endeavor to have 
John P. Nields, who held the ofifce when 
Byrne was a candidate for Congress, suc- 
ceed to the office now. 


Sixteen Women and Seven Men Badly 
Hurt at Kansas Sham Battle— 
Three Will Probably Die. 


LEAVENWORTH, Kan., Sept. 8.—A 
grand stand erected on a. knoll in the Fort 
Leavenworth reservation gave way this 
afternoon during a sham battle by regular 
troops, seriously injuring twenty-three per- 
sons, three of whom will probably. die. 
These three are all women. They are Mrs. 
; John Mordaunt, Mrs, Charles Norby, and 
Mrs. C. H. Noble, all of Leavenworth. Of 
} the other injured persons thirteen are wo- 
} men and seven men. 

The stand was put up this morning. Fully 
1,500 people crowded upon it. 

There was a heavy artillery duel with 
siege guns. Three battalions of infantry 
were using black powder. Some one an- 
nounced that the cavalry were emerging 


from a ravine to charge, and people on the 
grand stand jumped up to see them through 
the smoke. The grand stand went down 
with a crash. 

The utmost confusion followed, accompa- 
nied by the shrieks of victims. It was 
found that many were pinned down under 
the boards. 
on the ground rushed to the grand stan 
looking for relatives. 

The confusion was indescribable until the 
regular soldiers formed a line and kept all 
back not injured or caring for those in- 
jured. The battle, which was at its height 
on the opposite side of the road, was called 
off at once, and the soldiers, acting under 
direction of their officers, began takin 
care of the injured. Ambulances were use 
te convey people to the city hospitals, and 
witbin an hour after the accident the in- 
jured hadi all been removed.

CAR DERAILED BY AUTO. 


Broadway Travel Interrupted Last Night 
While the Car Was Being “ Jacked”

Under That Classification Louisville 
Man Compelied to Pay Duty on 
Bashel of the Creatures.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Sept. 8.—‘‘ Wild Ant- 
mals’ was the classification under which 
a bushel of snails, imported from Italy 
by a Louisville fruit dealer, had to pay 
duty in the Custom House here, The snails 


came with a big shipment of lemons, and 
were in a closed bucket. 

When the customs officials found they 
were intended for the Louisville dealer's 
table, they concluded that duty was neces- 
sary, but they were at a loss under what 
head to put them. The customs rules make 
no mention of snails as food, ornaments, 
pets, or for breeding purposes, so the offi- 
cials tried snakes, without any success. 

The Louisville man said he was willing 
to pay duty on them as wild animals, so 
the customs officials let them go at that.

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| NEW POSTAL INDICTMENTS 


Seven Have Been Found by Wash- 
ington Grand Jury. 


| A New York Politician, a Senator’s Sec- 
retary, and Several Officials Said 
to be Named. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 8.—Seven indict- 
ments have been found by the Grand Jury 
against six different defendants in the Post 


Office investigation. The indictments were 


presented to Judge Gould this afternoon, 
and District Attorney Beach made the re- 
quest that the names of the persons be 
not made public until the arrests had been 
made. 

It is understood that this request was 
made simply to maintain an agreement 
with the Federal authorities in New York 
in connection with the arrest of George W. 
Beavers, who has been under indictment for 
two months past for irregularities in con- 
nection with contracts for the Post Of- 
fice Department. 

Postmaster General Payne to-night said 
that while there was no apprehensie#f? that 
any of the parties under indictment would 
endeavor to escape arrest, it was the judg- 
ment of Department of Justice officials 


that the arrests should be made before 
entire publicity should be given the af- 
fair. Mr. Payne said that the matter was 
wholly in the hands of the Department of 
Justice, and had been for some time. 

While no authoritative statement is to 
be had it is believed that the Grand Jury 
has found another indictment against 
August W. Machen along the lines of pre- 
vious indictments, this making the eighth 
in his case, 

Two indictments are said to be against 
persons connected with contracts with the 
department for Bundy time clocks, and one 
of these is seoueees to be a man prominent 

! in New York State politics. 

One of the indicted persons is a well- 
known resident of Washington, who was 
for several years a clerk in the Post Office 
Department, and later private secretary 
for a Senator whose term recently expired. 

The nature of the charge against this in- 
dividual is not known, but for some time 

ast he has been engaged in representing 

oncerns having business with the Post 

ffice Department, and it is suspected that 
the charge is bribery for the purpose of 
securing contracts. 


As the Senator for whom this man was ; 


private secretary was for several years a 
member of the Post Office Committee, the 
accused became préficient in knowledge of 
postal contracts and business, and gained 
an extensive and valuable acquaintance in 
the department with officials having 
charge of important contracts. 

One and possibly two of the indictments 
-are concerned with the “ get-rich-quick ” 
scandal involving the use of the mails by 
turf agencies. he person indicted was 
formerly an official of the department and 
resigne to accept opportunities for very 
= table business before the department 

or the turf companies. 

Another indictment is said to be closely 
related to the latter and involves an ex- 
official connected with the office of the At- 
torney General for the department. This 
official's name figured prominently in the 
newspapers when Mrs. Tyner, the wife of 
the ex-Assistant Attorney General, ab- 
etracted papers from the safe in the office 
and caused a sensation which lasted fer 
some days. 

The last indictment of the lot is against 
an old official of the department recently 
dismissed under circumstances which 
seemed not to gainsay his integrity, but at 
the same time, In the judgment of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and the Postmaster Gen- 
eral, tmpeached his official ability. The 
case has to do with the letting of a con- 
tract for printing. . 

The investigation is being prosecuted still 
along a number of lines which do not pre- 
sent the sensational features that have ap- 
peared in the cases thus far presented to 
the Grand Jury. 

Mr. Bristow has gone over the rural free

When the latter are disposed 
of, according to Postmaster General Payne, 
the investigation, so far as Me work at 
Washington is concerned, will be at an end 
for all practical purposes. 

Mr. Payne said that there were twenty 
cases before the Grand Jury of the District 
of Columbia, and as the seven indictments 
disposed of six cases there were fourteen 
yet to hear from. Which of the twenty 
were returned to-day he would not say. 
| The Postmastef General said that the ag- 
j gregate amount involved in _the indict- 
ments found to-day was $275,000. That 
represents the amount of stealings charged 
up against the persons indicted. 

Some of the persons indicted to-day live 
outside of Washington. They will be ar- 
rested as soon as bench warrants can be 
served. 

Leopold Stern, the Baltimore contractor, 
who disappeared from Baltimore before he 
could be arrested on an indictment re- 
turned July 31 last, was located to-day at 
Toronto. The postal officials have been 
searching for Stern ever since he disap- 
peared, and have finally received word of 
is whereabouts from the Canadian au- 
thorities.

BOY KILLED WOMAN FOR CANDY. 


Crime of a Twelve-Year-Old Baltimore 
Negro Who Wanted to Get 
Some Taffy. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BALTIMORE, Sept. 8.—For ten days all 
the detectives in Baltimore have been try- 
ing to solve the mystery of the murder of 
Miss Caroline Link, who was found dead in 
a room back of the candy store of George 
Hoffman, by whom she was employed. To- 
day, in the office of the Chief of Police, 
Charles Jones, a ragged, barefooted negro 
lad of twelve years, confessed that he 
murdered the woman to steal some peanut 
taffy. Several days ago when a couple of 
Jones's negro playmates told the police that 
he had killed Miss Link the officers at first 
doubted the story. 

Miss Link was a hearty, strong Ger- 
ran woman. It seemed impossible that she 
could not have protected herself from the 
boy. 

He was greatly frightened when brought 
before the Chief, but told a straight story, 
showing that he possessed unusual criminal 
knowledge for one so young. He said he 
had made up his mind to have some of that 
taffy he saw in the window, and, if pos- 
sible, also try to get into the cash drawer. 


He unscrewed a prop from a pushcart in 
an alley, took it home, and hid it in the cel- 
lar. “arly next morning he climbed over 
the fence, got into the Hoffman house from 
the rear, and hid under the table in the 
dining room. 

When Miss Link came in he jumped up 
and hit her on the head. She seized him, 
but he broke away, struck her again with 
the prop, and she fell to the fioor. 

The little negro says he was scared when 
he saw her fall, but he did not forget to 
take a big piece of the taffy and go out 
the store door, although he said he did not 
wait to try the cash drawer. 

“Dat night,’’ concluded the young mur- 
derer, his black eyes sparkling as though 
he had accomplished some worderful feat, 
“I told Jimmy Thomas an’ Harry Young 
what I had done. Them boys had nothin’ 
to do with it. I did it all myself.” 

The Chief of Police and the detectives 
were astounded at the child’s confession, 
which circumstances in the case have veri- 
Tied. 

Chief of Police Farnan says: 

“From the first Capt. Pumphrey of the 
detectives and myself believed that the 
murder was committed by a negro, but I 
will own that we were absolutely astounded 
when this mere child confessed to having 
committed one of the most brutal and mys- 
terious crimes that have ever occurred in 
this city. I cannot forecast what will be 
done with the boy murderer. It is not like- 
by that he will be hanged.” 

The finding of the pushcart prop was the 
first clue for the detectives. Saturday the 
child murderer Jones and two other negro 
boys were arrested for robbing a bakery. 
They were ‘‘ sweated’ at headquarters. 

Jones then hinted that one of his com- 
panions had killed a white woman. Then 

the detectives drew from the other boys 

that Jones himself was the murderer. He 
tried to put the crime upon the others, but 
finally confessed. 


Collector of Consolidated Gas Company 
Tells Police of Robbery in 
Cherry Street. 


William Ruppert, twenty-seven years old, 
of 258 West One Hundred and Fifteenth 
Street, a collector of the Consolidated Gas 
Company, called at the Delancey Street 
Station shortly after 6 o'clock last even- 
ing and told Sergeant Sweney that he had 
been held up at the point of a revolver 
in the hallway of 409 Cherry Street, bound, 
chloroformed, and robbed of $250 in quar- 
ters which he had collected from slot mé- 
ters in the neighborhood. 

According to Ruppert’s story, a man 
whom he did not know and could not de- 
scribe, had placed a revolver at his head 
as he entered the hallway, and, threaten- 


ing him with death if he made an outcry, 
had forced him to walk along the hall 
to a vacant room at the rear. Here, he 
said, the man ordered him to hold his 
hands, tied them together at the wrists. 
»yroduced a bottle of chloroform, and held 
t under his nose until he lost conscious- 
ness. An hour later he woke up, found 
himself minus his cash, and, making an 
outcry, finally succeeded in attracting the 
attention of Emanuel Furst, owner of the 
tenement. 

Foerst, who accompanied the collector to 
the station house, said he had found Rup- 
pert bound hands and feet, but had falled 
to discover any odor of chloroform. An 
ambulance physician who was summoned 
from Gouverneur Hospital by the Sergeant 
examined Ruppert carefully and then told 
Sergt. Sweeney he could find no traces of 
chloroform. 

“Why did you not scream out for help?” 
the Sergeant then asked Ruppert. 

“T only got $15 a week, and I would not 
risk my life for that,”’ he replied. 

Detectives last night questioned members 
of four families on the floor where Ruppert 
said the hold-up occurred. They were all 
in at the time of the occurrence, but none of 
them had heard the outery of the collector 
or seen either he or any strange man about 
the house. 

William M. Howlett of 157 Hester Street, 
a foreman of the Consolidated Gas Com- 
peny, who went with Ruppert to the sta- 
tion told the police that the collector had 
been in the employ of the company for 
five years and bore an excellent reputation.

Appalling Reports of Bloodshed 
in Valiyyet of Monastir. 


Thousands of Refugees Starving to 
D:ath in Mountains and Forests 
—Policy of Extermination.

at least the same number of refugees are 
slowly perishing of hunger. 

In official circles these figures are re- 
garded as an underestimate, and officials 
incline to the belief that the number of 
the massacred exceeds 50,000. The Turks 


are apparently determined to exterminate 
the entire Bulgarian population of the 
valiyyet. 
The Macedonian Interior Organization 
estimates that 150,000 women, children, 
and old men are hiding in the foresta. of 
Macedonia. These refugees are said to be 
dying of starvation by the thousands. 
The Turks are burning the forests in the 
| districts of Leren and Kostur, and killing 
fugitives who attempt to escape to the 
plains. The Vlach village of Gopesh, three 


hours distant from Monastir, has been 
| burned by the Turks, who are reported to 
i have thrown several of the inhabitants into 
the fire. The Bashi-Bazouks have de- 
stroyed the village of Stoilovo, near Malko- 
terndvo. 
Thirteen thousand Turkish soldiers are 
assembled on the frontier at Palanka, 


Kratovo, and Gotschani, and are plunder-' ~ 


ing the surrounding villages. The popula- 
tion have not complained, fearing that 
they may be murdered. In the district of 
Debritsi, Valiyyet of Monastir, the soldiers 
are reported to be naked and hungry, and 
to be robbing all around. 

Private letters received here from Eu- 
ropear residents at Monastir give harrow- 
ing details of the situation in that valiyyet. 
Destitute Bulgarian refugees who are ar- 
riving daily at Monastir relate almost in- 
credible tales of Turkish~cruelty, Sixty 
families recently arrived there from Smi- 
lero, which was totally destroyed. The ref- 
ugees saw a husband and wife sitting in 
the ruins of their home, when a Turkish 
soldier slashed off the man’s head and 
threw it in the woman’s lap. The soldiers 
found a servant girl and several children 
hiding in a ditch. They attacked the girl 
and slaughtered all the children. 

Numerous Bulgarian prisoners have been 
brought to Monastir. They were mostly 
unarmed peasants, who had not been con- 
nected with the insurrection. Twenty Bul- 
garians who had been exiled were marched 
off connected by heavy chains about their 
necks and ankles. 

The actual details of the happenings out- 
side the town are not available. The for- 
eign representatives at Monastir are de- 
pendent on information furnished to them 
from Turkish official sources. 

In Government circles here the situation 

is viewed with increasing alarm. It is re- 
liably reported that the Turkish forces in 
Macedonia number 300,000. It is considered 
impossible that such a force has been as- 
sembled merely to crush the rebellion. It 
is feared that the Sultan is meditating an 
attack on Bulgaria. 
According to a telegram from Constan- 
tinople the Porte has issued an uncondi- 
tional order that all European correspond- 
ents must leave Macedonia because they 
are circulating false news. The Ambassa- 
dors have been notified of this decision. 

The latest reports regarding Boris Saraf- 
off, the Macedonian leader, say he was 
wounded in the leg near Dairene.

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MUSSULMANS FIGHT 
CHRISTIANS IN BEIRUT 


Due to Arrival of American 
Warships, Say Turks. 


Reports of Number of Persons Killed 
Vary — Rear - Admiral Cotton 


Ready to Land Marines. 


WASHINGTON, 8.—Cablegrams 
were received at the State and Navy De- 
partments to-day from Minister Leishman 
at Constantinople and Admiral Cotton, 
commanding the American squadron now in

Turkish waters, respectively, giving an ac- 
count of a riot which occurred at Beirut 
Sunday. 

The following is the text of the cable- 
gram from Rear Cotton, dated 
Beirut, Sept. 7: 

“Violence and bloodshed between Moham- 


Admiral 


medans and native Christians occurred at 
Beirut Sunday. Six Greek Christians, two 


Mohammedans, and one Turkish soldier 
killed; three Greek Christians, three Mo- 
hammedans, and three Turkish soldiers 
wounded seriously. Other murders report- 
ed. Flag Lieutenant and United States 
Consul were present Sunday and Monday in 
the disturbed quarter and verify detailed 
Statement. Turkish Government willingly 
afforded facility for their investigation and 
guard; promise 1,000 more Turkish soldiers. 

“Turkish soldiers present sufficient, if 
properly disposed of, to handle the situa- 
tion at Beirut. Well patrolied and all quiet 
Sunday night and to-day, Monday. Turk- 
ish Governor promises to do all in his power 
to restore authority. Many houses closed 
and business suspended. 

“T have prepared to land force for pro- 
tection of property of American citizens if 
situation demands. Will act with caution. 
Present trouble due to animosity between 
inimicable and native Christians and fail- 
ure to control crimes."’ 

The last portion of Admiral Cotton's 
cablegram is unintelligible, and the cipher 
experts at the Navy Department worked all 
the morning to translate it. Copies of the 
report were sent at once to the President 
and to the State Department. 

The dispatch from Minister Leishman 
at Constantinople says that a riot occurred 
yesterday at Beirut, in which seven Chris- 
tians were killed and several wounded. 
Two houses occupied by Christians were 
pillaged by the soldiery. The panic was 
general. An officer ang a signalman from 
Admiral Cotton's fleet are now in the 
Consulate, and.an-investigation of condi- 
tions at Beirut is being made by a Flag 
Lieutenant, Consul Ravndal, and other 
Consular officers. 

Mr. Leishman says that the origin of the 
trouble is not distinctly stated by our Con- 
sul. He further says that it is asserted by 
the Sublime Porte that conditions at Beirut 
are again quiet, and the forces now there 
are sufficient to guarantee the safety of the 
city. 

Lieut. Charles L. Hussey is Admiral Cot- 
ton's Flag Lieutenant, and it is presumed 
here he is the officer making the investiga- 
tion. 

It was stated at the Navy Department 
that no new instructions had gone to Ad- 
miral Cotton in consequence of to-day’'s 
reports. Instructions sent to Minister 
Leishman to-day contemplate that he keep 
the State Department constantly informed 
as to the situation, that the department 
may know to what extent protection is be- 
ing afforded American citizens. 


THIRTY KILLED OR WOUNDED. 


French Authorities Regard Presence of 
American Warships Fortunate. 


PARIS, Sept. 8.—A dispatch to the Temps 
from Constantinople, giving additional de- 
tails of the outbreak at Beirut, says that 
when the soldiers and police sought to 
stop the encounter between the Mussul- 
mans and Christians, which occurred near 
the orthodox Church, the fighting became 
general and resulted in thirty persons be- 
ing killed or wounded. The soldiers lost 
cne man killed and had three men wounded. 

The trouble, the correspondent of the 
Temps adds, began during the evening of 
Sept. 5, (Saturday,) when three Christians 
were assassinated in the streets, and con- 
tinued Sunday night, when a Christian was 
stabbed with a poignard by a Mussulnian 
before the Italian Consulate. The Italian 
Consul rescued him from his assailants. 

This was the first information received 
here showing the really serious condition 
prevailing at Beirut. It caused much ap- 
prehension in official quarters, as being an 
indication of the spread of the disorder in 
the Turkish Empire. The presence of the 
United States cruisers Brooklyn and San 
Francisco at Beirut is regarded as a fortu- 
nate circumstance. It is expected that a 
number of other foreign warships will gath- 
er there 

The offical reports further show that 
Beirut ts one of the three places which are 
now centres of great animation. Smyrna, 
which hitherto had been comparatively 
oniet, is on the eve of an outbreak. Great 
excitement prevails there. 


THE ATTACK ON MAGELSSEN. 


He Refused to Accept the Arrest of a 
Man with a Toy Pistol. 


BERLIN, Sept. 8.—The Egyptian Gazette, 
published at Alexandria, Egypt, prints de- 
tails of the recent attack on United States 
Vice Consul Magelssen. It says Mr. Magels- 
sen was riding home in a hired carriage in 
the evening, when, on passing a street near 
the Ras Beirut, (a headland about three 
miles from Beirut, on which stand the 
buildings of the American Mission,) he 
heard sounds of pistol firing. He turned 
around to see whence the shots came, and a 
bullet whizzed past his face. The Vice 
Consul at once had the carriage stopped, 
and jumped out to discover his assailant, 
but could see no one. 

Thé following day he went to the Govern- 
ment Office, where he met the Italian 
Consul and the Austrian Consul, who had 
come to complain about burglaries in their 
houses. The Governor ordered an investiga- 
tion of the attack on Mr. Magelssen, but 
the only result was the arrest of a young 
Christian who had attended a marriage on 
the previous night and in whosg possession 
was found a toy pistol. The American Vice 
Consul indignantly refused to accept the 
arrest of this man, and decided to visit 
his brother-in-law, the American Consul 
General, who was staying in the mountains 
to the north of Beirut. 

The Egyptian Gazette mentions that three 
months before Mr. Magelssen was attacked 
by ‘men in Turkish uniforms, but whom by 
his Btrengte he put to flight. It adds that 
there is little public safety in Beirut, and 
that it is very dangerous for Europeans to 
appear on the streets at night. Murder and 
pillage are daily occurrences, and many 
families have therefore moved to Egypt. 


AMERICA HELD. RESPONSIBLE. 


German Papers Blame This Country's 
Yearning for World Politics 
for the Slaughter. 


BERLIN, Sept. 9.—The newspapers this 
morning in commenting on Sunday's out- 
break at Beirut throw the blame for the 
occurrence on the United States.

*“* Now that the Americans have their dead 
they will little inquire whether they were 
responsibie for the effervescence in Beirut. 

“By the unprecedented action of their 
Minister in Censtantinople and their naval 
demonstration the yearning of the United 
States to mix up in European politics has 
found some justification.’’

JERSEY’S NEW PRIMARIES. 


Elections Held Yesterday Under the 
Law of Last Winter. 


Primaries were held in every city and 
hamlet in New Jersey yesterday by both 
parties under the new law which is an 
adaptation of the primary laws of several 
States. As in this State the primaries are 
conducted by the regular election officers, 
but with the difference that instead of the 
parties voting in alternate districts each 
voter votes in the district where he lives. 

The Election Board has two boxes, one 
marked Republican, the othér Democratic, 
and as each voter offers his ballot he is 
asked his politics and the ballet is dropped 
into the box of his party. This caused con- 
siderable trouble and caused many to re- 
frain from voting because they did not care 
to tell their politics, or had none. Many 
yesterday expressed a desire that every 
ballot go into one box regardless of politics. 

The ballots voted were long ones, They 
contained the names of thé candidates for 
delegates to county and city conventions, 
and where there was a contest each ballot 
contained two sets of names, and the voter 
had to strike out those he did not wish to 
vote for. Beneath these were the names of 
those desiring to run for office in the 
ward. Under the law ward conventions 

+ for the nomination of Aldermen and minor 
officers are abolished, and the voters at 
the primaries vote direct for the candidates. 

At all polling places where there were 
contests there was considerable delay 
owing to the manner of preparing the bal- 
lot having to be explained to at least one 
out of every three voters. Many wanted 
to vote the entire ticket, which would ren- 
der it void so far as contested places were 


concerned. It is thought that a change in 
the form of ballots will be made and that 
another year ballots like those used at the 
elections in New York may be used, as 
they are much simpler than those used 
yesterday.

“That does not mean I want to see them 
have sour faces. I want to see every one 
enjoy themselves, men, women, and chil- 
dren. I believe in play; I believe in happi- 
ness and in the joy of living; but I do not 
believe in the life that is nothing but play. 
I] believe that you havo a thousand-fold 
more enjoyment if work comes first, but 
make your time to play also. I helieve in 
cheerfulness as well as in decency and hon- 
esty. And in the next place I believe in 
strength with the sweetness. Dr. Kimball, 
I belleve in the good man who can fight 
if it is necessary [applause] as you fought 
in the civil war. 

‘‘Now, Jake Riis never could have been 
of any use in thé Police Department if he 
had always carried on a rosewater revolu- 
tion. Uniess a man haa the stuff in him, 
the fact that he ts a decent fellow does 
not count. If he is not decent, then the 
stronger he is the worse he fs as a citizen.” 

When he reached Oyster Bay the Presi- 
dent seemed a little tired He was met by 
his son, Kermit, and his nephew, Nicholas 
Roosevelt, in an open wagon, and was 
driven to Sagamore Hill. At luncheon he 
entertained George R. Sheldon, the New 
York banker, with whom he discussed pend- 
ing financial legislation; Civil Service Com- 
missioner Cooley.and Robert Dudley Win- 
throp. Among the afternoon's callers were 
Joel B. Erhardt of New York City and John 
L. Shepard, representing the Commercial 
Travelers’ Sound Money League, which had 
sent its resolutions favoring_a renomina- 
tion for Mr. Roosevelt. Mr. Shepard 
brought two diamond-clasped_ purses as 
presents from the travelers to Mrs. Roose- 
velt and Miss Alice. The President was 
given a handsome campaign badge of the 
organization which it will use next year, 

The President and his family_will return 
to Washington on Sept. 28. Before then 
Mr. Roosevelt wili make one more trip, 
going to Elll# Island for an inspection of 
the New York Immigration Bureau next 
Wednesday, and from there to Antietam, 
where he will be the guest of the State of 
New Jersey at the unveiling of the monu- 
ment in honor of civil war heroes. 

Maj. J, D. Cunningham of Harrison Coun- 
tv, Ohio, Called on the President to_ invite 
him to attend, on Oct. 13, the unveiling of 
a monument erected to the memory of the 
late President McKinley _on the battlefleid 
of Antietam. President Roosevelt was un- 
able to give a definite answer to the invi- 
tation.

The Republican State Committee met 
yesterday at the Fifth Avenue Hotel and 
rominated Judge Denis O’Brien for the 
Court of Appeals to succeed himself. 
Judge O’Brien, who is a Democrat, had al- 
ready been nominated by 
State Committee. His indorsement yester- 
day by the Republican organization, there- 
fore, insures his re-election. 

Chairman George W. Dunn presided at 
the meeting of the State Committee, and 
when he announced that 
of a candidate for Judge of the Court of 
Appeals was in order, J. Sloat Fassett arose 
and placed Judge O'Brien in nomination. 
Judge William Watson of Kings County 
asked if there was any good reason why 
a Kepublican should not be named for 
the place. Replying to Judge Watson's 
question, Mr. Fassett said: 

“In view of®@the fact that the office of 
Judge of the Court of Appeals is the only 
one to be filled at the coming election, 


and in view of the further fact that Jud 
O'Brien has proved an upright and capable 
Judge, it does not seem that we ought to 
make the filling of the place which he 
occupies a matter of politics. I therefore 
move that we unanimously nominate him 
as his own successor."’ 

Mr. Fassett’s motion prevailed. The nomi- 
nation for Judge of the Court of Appeals 
was the only real business before the com- 
mittee. It had been expected that there 
might be a_ discussion of the Assembly 
situation in the Fulton and Hamilton Coun- 
ties district, where two candidates are in the 
field, and of the movement to have Wil- 
liam H fMHughes, the nominee for the As- 
sembly in Washington County, withdraw: 
but this was avoided by the adoption of 
a resolution introduced by William Barnes, 


_giving the Executive Committee, of which 


« is the Chairman, full power to act on 
any Republican disputes which may occur 
in any of the counties of the State. 

No action was taken by the committee 
on the canal question, and the propriety 
of issuing an address to the voters of 
the State was not considered.

ISLAND RAVAGED BY FAMINE. 


Failure of Crops on a Cape Verde Isl- | 


- and, Killing Off Population of 19,000 
at Rate of 19 Per Day. 


Word was received yesterday by Allerton | 


D. Hitch & Co., merchants at 136 Front 
from the firm’s correspondent at 
capital of the Island of Santiago, 
Cape Verde Islands, giving news of the ter- 
rible devastation of the famine that is rag- 
ing throughout the island. The correspond- 
ent writes that, owing to the failure of 
crops, the population of about 19,000 is per- 
ishing at the rate of 19 per day. 

It is added by the correspondent that 
the Portuguese Government, to which the 
Cape Verde Islands belong, is giving no 
assistance to the stricken inhabitants and 
that there is no hope in sight. 

Although the correspondent gives the 
name of the island as Santiago, it is pro- 
nounced by these familiar with the Cape 
Verdes as San Thiago, or St. Jago, and is 
the largest and also the most unhealthy of 
the archipelago. 

It is not known definitely whether any 
of the other of the ten islands of the archi- 
pelago are affected by the famine, but 
those acquainted with the group express 
the fear that if Praia is suffering some of 
the otheg islands must be in the throes 
of the fafine, and it is believed that there 
is even more widespread suffering and 
death than is set forth in the communica- 
tion sent to this city.

WEATHER BUREAU CROP REPORT. | 


WASHINGTON, 
reau's weekly 
as follows: 

The weather conditions of 
Sept. 7 were generally favorable in the lake 
region, and from the Upper Mississippi and 
Missouri Valleys westward to the Rocky Moun- 
tains, in New York and New England, portions 
of the Middle Atlantic States, and in Florida; 
but in the Ohio and Lower Mississippi Valleys 
and generally throughout the Southern States 
drought has prevailed, in some sections becom- 
ing serious, retarding growth and maturity, and 
causing considerable injury to crops. Rain is 
needed in Oklahoma and the southern plateau 


region, The weather of the week has been fa- 
vorable on the Pacific Coast, but more rain is 
needed in Washington. Light to killing frosts oc- 
curred in North Dakota, Minnesota, Wisconsin, 
portions of Ohio, and high districts 
with little or no damage, except on the lowlands 
in Wisconsin, 

Early corn is maturing rapidly, some fields 
being safe from frost, and cutting is progress- 
ing in the southern and central sections of the 
corn belt, Late corn has advanced satisfactorily 
generally in the great corn States, except Iowa, 
and under favorable conditions the 
crop will be safe in two to three weeks: in 
Iowa it is maturing slowly, and the crop needs 
rain in Kansas, Arkansas, Southern Missouri, 
and the States of the Upper Chio Valley. 

The Spring wheat harvest is nearly completed 
iu the Northern Rocky Mountain States, and 
thrashing is general. Rains have again delayed 
stacking and thrashing in North akota, and 
this work has been somewhat retarded by damp 
grain in the shock in South Dakota, arid by 
cloudy and damp weather in Southern Minne- 
sota, which has caused damage to wheat in the 
shock and stack, 

Complaints of rust and shedding are general 
throughout the cotton belt, and as a result the 
condition of cotton has deteriorated during the 
past week. The staple is opening rapidly, in 
some sections prematurely, and picking is be- 
coming general in all districts. Favorable re- 
porte are received from North Carolina, Okla- 

ora, and portions of Southern California and 
Mississippi, prospects being good for a top crop 
in the first named State. In Texas, while the 
boll worms have mostly disappeared, boll weevil 
continue destructive, and are puncturing nearly 
all new forms in the southwestern, central, and 
eastern sections, and the crop is also suffering 
from drought in the northern and western por- 
tions of that State, which retards fruiting and 
causes much shedding, 

Tobacco is suffering from drought in Kentucky, 
needs rain in Tennesseo, and was damaged some 
by hail in New York and New England; else- 
where the crop is ratisfactory. Cutting is in 
progress in all districts, and curing is nearing 
completion in the southern section. 

Prospects for an average crop of apples are re- 
pcerted from portions of New England. the Middle 
Atlantic States, Iowa, Kansas, and Oklahoma; a 
light crop is promised in Missouri, and less than 
the average in New York, although the fruit 
ig of good quality in the last named State. Com- 
jaints of dropping are general {n Ohio, Indiana, 
Sentucky, Ternessee, and portions of Virginia, 
and apples are not so promising in Michigan. 

Drought conditions have delayed plowing tm 
the Ohio Valley, Tennessee, and Oklahoma, and 
more rain is needed to prepare the soil in Wash-

Finding of Umpire Between Opera- 
tors and Miners. 


Former May Discharge Latter Without 
Naming Cause, but Should Take 
Back Old Employes. 


SCRANTON, Penn., Sept. 8.—Hon. Car- 
roll D. Wright, the umpire to whom was re- 
ferred the five disputes betwen the opera- 
tors’ and miners’ representatives on the 
Board of Conciliation, appointed under the 
provisions of the Anthracite Mine Strike 
Commission, filed his findings to-day with 
T. D. Nicholls, Secretary of the board. 

In dealing with the question of the em- 
ployers’ right to discharge men for any 
other than that connected with a 
labor union, Umpire Wright agrees wholly 
with the contentions of the operators’ rep- 
resentatives, and declares that the right 
of an employer to discharge without giving 
the cause of the discharge is sustained 
by the award of the commission. As to 
the rockmen’s dispute, the umpire says 
they do not come under the award, 


The complaint-of Thomas Tanner is not 


sustained in regard to the allegations of 
discrimination on the part of the Lehigh 
Coal and Navigation Company and Coxe 
Brothers & Company. He says that these 
companies should take back old men, in- 
stead of putting on new men, in all cases 
where the old men are competent and 
have not been convicted, or are not await- 


ing trial for a crime committed during 
the strike 

The umpire's findings

“This right to discharge must therefore he 
sustained. Any other view of the case would 
result in compelling men to work for an em- 
ployer when they did not wish to do so, and thus 
enslave them, while on the other hand it would 
compel employers to employ men whether they 
had work for them or not, and whether the men 
were incompetent or not, and would thus stag- 
nate business and work to the injury of all other 
employes.’’ 

He finally says: 

‘* That in the particular case of Willlam Mowry 
it would have been better and more judicious if 
the foreman had kept better control of his tem- 
per and thus allowed Mowry to behave more rea- 
sonably 

‘* Ail discharges, as all ceasing of work, should 
be mrde on a reasonable basis. The employer 
and the employe should treat each other with 
justice and with a desire to preserve peace In 
accordance with Award 4, attempts should be 
made in all such cases to adjust the matter be- 
twee> the employer and the employes affected, 
and such attempt was not made in this case.’’ To 
therefore, there was a violation of 
Award No, 4 by both the petitioner and the re- 
spondent 

Grievance No. 62.—Complaint of John Bowin 
and Richard Roderick, contractors for driving 
rock tunnels, &c., against the action of their em- 
ployer, under the award of the Anthracite Coal 
Strike Commission, the employes having gone on 
a strike, demanding the 10 per cent. advance in 
wages as granted to contract miners, The um- 
pire decides as follows: 

‘* It is therefore decided that contractors driv- 
ing rock tunnels, sinking shafts, and other sim- 
jlar work—not being parties to the submission, 
nor having agreed to abide by the awards of the 
Anthracite Coal Strike Commission—are not par- 
ties under the award and have no standing be- 
fore the Board of Conciliation, and that their 
employes are not among those employes affected 
by the award of the Anthracite Coal Strike Com- 
mission."’ 


The board has now disposed of about 
thirty disputes. Two more questionrs on 
which it is dead-locked will be submitted 
to Umpire Wright. They deal with the 
nine-hour Saturday in the Reading Com- 
pany's mines, and the proper basis on which 
to compute the increase in wages awarded 
by the commission, the companies in the 
Lehigh and Schuylkill region contending 
that it should be on the net earnings, while 
the men contend it should be on the gross 
earnings. 


HERMANN MERTENS SUSPENDS. 


Owner of Two Hotels at Arverne, L. I., 
Says He Will Pay in Full. 


A petition in bankruptcy was filed in 
Brooklyn yesterday against Hermann Mer- 
tens of West Arverne, L. I., by three 
creditors, with claims aggregating over 
$1,000. Mr. Mertens is the owner of the 
Hotels Germania and Columbia at Arverne. 
Goldsmith & Rosenthal of this city, counse] 
for Mr. Mertens, gave out the following 
statement: 

“Mr. Mertens’s troubles have been caused 
by two bad seasons and the fact that he 
owns too much real estate. He is the 
owner of the Columbia and Germania 
Hotels, and also has several parcels of real 
estate in New York City. We estimate his 
liabilities at $130,000, and a conservative 
estimate of his assets is $180,000. He has 
been unable to realize anything on his real 
estate holdings, and owing to the fact of 
his being pressed for current bills has been 
compelled to suspend. He desires us to

A POLICY OF DISHONOR. 

We want a canal across the Isthmus, 
but we do not want to begin the work in 

. blood and continue it in spoliation. The 
“rejection of the Hay-Herran treaty at 

~ Bogota merely rouses the undaunted 
advocates of the Panama route to new 
and more desperate efforts. The sugges- 
tion is pretty freely and openly made 
that if the Republic of Colombia will not 
let us build the canal on the reasonable 
terms we have proposed, the State of 
Panama will get up a revolution, ,con- 
-quer its independence, and then eagerly 
accept our conditions. The hint that we 
may give aid and comfort to the rebels 
is not wholly absent from the discussion 
of this method of procedure. 

So, as preliminaries to building a Pan- 
ama Canal, we are to have insurrection, 
war, the disruption of a sister republic, 
and the creation of a new little nation 
which would be very much under our 
scontrol and protection. 

This is a canal policy involving Nation- 
al dishonor. BIsMARCK or NAPOLEON IIL. 
in a similar undertaking would not have 
scrupled to split up one State or a dozen 
States. With them any means were good 
that achieved the desired end. There 
was no dishonor save in failure. Ameri- 
cans have been accustomed to condemn 
the methods of European rulers and 
statesmen who hewed their way to suc- 
cess regardless of the rights of nations, 
the affinities of races, or the lives of 
human beings. Americans would as 
surely and more severely condemn their 
own Government should it resort to 
these forbidden practices. Not only are 

‘we governed by the general considera- 
tions of a decent respect for right and 
for the opinions of mankind, but in this 
instance we are morally bound by an of- 
ficial declaration made over the signa- 
ture of our Secretary of State. Article 
4 of the Hay-Herran treaty contains this 
declaration of policy: 

The United States freely acknowledges 
and recognizes the sovereignty (of Colom- 
bia) and disavows any intention to impair 
it in any way whatever or to increase its 
territory at the expense of Colombia or of 
any of the sister republics in Central or 
South America, but, on the contrary, it 
desires to strengthen the power of the 
republics on this continent and to promote, 


develop, and maintain their prosperity and 
independence. 


We repeat that we are morally bound 
by this declaration, although the treaty 
remains unratified. We have declared 


© to all the world in that article that we 


intend to respect the sovereignty and 


' territorial integrity of South American 


republics. Even by popular discussion 
of measures tending to.stir up insurrec- 


© tion in Panama this declaration is made 


to appear a lie. Should the insurrection 
occur, even though we were guiltless, the

DIVISION OF EMPLOYMENTS. 
There are some curious and interesting | 
figures in the Statistical Year Book ‘| 
the German Empire for 1903 relating to 
the distribution of the population of va- 
rious countries of Europe as well as the 
United States between the occupations 
of agriculture, the industries, and com- 
merce, 
Excluding any figures relating to the 
professions, the public service and do- 
mestics, the Year Book presents Hungary 
as most devoted to agriculture, with 64 
per cent. of its population. engaged there- 
in, Italy next with 57 per cent., France 
and Ireland with 44 per cent., Germany, 
Austria, and the United States, with 
practically the same proportion, ranging 
from 36 per cent. to 38 per cent., and 
Scotland and England with the least, 14 
per cent. and 10 per cent. In the indus- 
tries, on the other hand, Scotland and 
England lead, with 58 per cent. and 57 
per cent.; Germany and Austria are next, 
with 87 per cent. each, and the United 
States is last, with 24 per cent., excépt 
Hungary, which has but 22 per cent. 


; mercial 
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Turning to commerce, we find, as was to 
be expected, that the United States leads, 
with 16 per cent., while England and 
Austria have 11 per cent. each, Scotland 
and Germany 10 per cent. each, and 
France has 9 per cent. It will be noted 
that the distribution of employments as 
between agriculture on the one hand and 
the industries and commerce on the other 
is considerably more nearly equal in our 
country than in any of the countries 
mentioned except France. With us 36 
per cent. of farmers is balanced by only 
40 per cent. of industrial workers and 
traders. In Scotland it is 14 per cent. to 
68 per cent., and in England 10 per cent. 
ta 68 per cent. In France it is 44 per 
cent. to 48 per cent. 

A side light is thrown on the general 
level of prosperity in the several coun- 
tries by the figures given in the Year 
Book as to the proportion of women who 
support themselves by labor. It is decid- 
edly the lowest in the United States, 14 
per cent., while it is 25 per cent. in Ger- 
many, 27 per cent. in England, 40 per 
cent. in Italy, and 47 per cent. in Aus- 
tria-Hungary. Although classification is 
not made to show it, it must be remem- 
bered in connection with these figures 
that the occupations at which women 
work in the United States are probably 
less laborious and more varied than in 
any of the other countries mentioned, 
since women are practically not em- 
ployed in agriculture at all and the per- 
centage of all the population employed 
in the industries is lower than in most 
of the countries named. 

Of course, these statistics cannot be 
accepted as wholly accurate or as com- 
plete. In our own country they are noto- 
riously not so. But it is probable that the 
relative facts are approximately correct- 
ly stated. They correspond with the in- 
ferences one would logically draw from 
the known resources of the United States 
and from the distribution of the popula- 
tion in the different States,

gives exceptional interest to whatever 
points to a source of fuel of much more 
general geographical distribution than 
coal of any kind, materially cheaper be- 
cause much less costly to win, and ex- 
empt from long-distance transportation 
charges. This cheap fuel is marsh and 
swamp “mud.” The fuel value of peat, 
which is a vegetable mold derived chief- 
ly from the sphagnum moss and the va- 
rieties of plants which grow with it, is 
well known. The so-called “mud” to 
which attention is now called is much 
more abundant, and is derived from the 
decay of marsh grasses and the weeds 
which grow with them. This is the Irish 
turf. It forms the body of the bogs, 
marshes, and wet meadows, fresh and 
salt, which are found almost every- 
where. It consists largely of fixed car- 
bon, and in less degree of volatile hydro- 
carbons. These bogs and marshes are 
coal beds in the primary stage of forma- 
tion, and what has required uncounted 
centuries to complete in the slow process 
of geological evolution may be quickly 
and cheaply performed by mechanical 
means, thus making vegetable “ mud” 
an immediate and acceptable substi- 
tute for coal.:' Even when without oth- 
er preparation than air drying it is by 
no means a poor and inferior substitute 
for very good coal. Prof. C. L. Norton 
of the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, Chief of the Insurance Engineer- 
ing Experiment Station, has made a crit- 
ical examination and test of many sam- 
ples of marsh “mud”, taken from 
swamps in the eastern part of Massa- 
chusetts, which were dried in the air, 
losing about 50 per cent. in weight and 
20 per cent. in volume. When quite dry 
it yields in the retort a firm, strong, 
dense coke, resembling and comparing 
favorably in quality with coke from 


high-grade bituminous coal. The calorific 
value of this marsh mud when thorough- 
ly dried is from 9,600 to 14,500 B. t. units 
per pound. This compares with very 
good grades of both anthracite and bitu- 
minous coal, very little of which will 
give out 14,000 heat units to the pound, 
while run-of-mine, carrying the usual 
proportions of slate and ash, will scarce- 
ly average more than 10,000 to 12,000, 
With proper preparation and the advan- 
tage of mechanical pressure when dry- 
ing, marsh mud should average 12,000 
to 14,000 heat units to the pound, which 
would place it considerably above run- 
of-mine coal of high grade. The “ mud” 
coke is low in ash and free from sulphur, 
which should give it value as a metallur- 
gical fuel. Prof. Norton, in his report, 
presents the following deductions, which 
are of exceeding economic interest: 


With 43,560 feet to the acre and a depth, 
say, of twenty feet, we should have some 
860,000 cubic feet of mud per acre. This 
will yield at a conservative estimate 40,- 
000,000 pounds of air-dried mud, which is 
equal in heating power to at least 25,000,000 
pounds, or 12,000 tons of good coal. If con- 
venience in handling and diminished bulk 
will justify the coking process, we may 
still hope to obtain the equivalent of 10,- 
000 tons of good coke from each acre of 
twenty-foot bog. There is almost, if not 
quite, enough gas distilled from the coke 
to make one pound of mud furnish enough 
gas to coke the next, so that the coking 
process once started will require no extra 
fuel, 

The coke and the briquetted mud both 
burn with a hot fire and leave only from 
6 to 12 per cent. of soft ash. Practice 
has shown the coke to be excellent in some 
metallurgical processes, and that as a sub- 
stitute for charcoal in working iron it is 
also very satisfactory. 


For domestic use, “mud” briquettes 
would seem to be in every way as good 
as anthracite coal and in some respects 
better than any kind of bituminous coal. 
They are free burning, giving a clear, 
smokeless flame. They do not distill 
sulphurous acid, carbon monoxide, and 
carburetted hydrogen in imperfect com- 
bustion, make a hot fire, easily 
trolled, and are entirely consumed, which 
is never true of coal in domestic use. 

The of digging, preparing, and 
drying this vegetable mud should not be 
great. It is a much cheaper and safer 
operation than coal mining, being all sur- 
face work and requiring neither skill 
experience. No dead-work will be 
needed in development. There are un- 
numbered markets in which such fuel, 
compressed into briquettes of convenient

felony. Too often, in such cases, the only 
thought is of the property lost, and, if 
that can be recovered, the inclination is 
to avoid the inconvenience and loss of time 
involved in securing the offender’s con- 
viction and punishment. Public interests 
suffer severely by ‘this slipshod trifling 
with the law, and Magistrate DEVEL took, 
perhaps, the most effective way to im- 
press upon those who needed the instruc- 
tion that there is a difference  be- 
tween criminal and civil processes, and 
that criminal courts are not collection agen- 
cies.

——Carefully as one may study the case 
of the man JAMES LYNCHEHAUN, under ar- 
rest in Indianapolis, not even the begin- 
ning of a reason can be discovered for the 
sympathy and assistance which he is re- 
ceiving from the Irishmen of the city in 
his effort to escape reincarceration in an 
English prison. If any reason exists, it is 
not revealed by the long dispatches on the 
subject published in this and other papers, 
and, from the evidence at hand, the con- 
clusion is inevitable that LYNCHEHAUN's 
one claim upon the affections and the 
purses of his new-found friends is the 
fact that, after a long career of turbulence 
and minor crimes, he made a particularly 
savage and brutal attempt to kill his land- 
lord, a woman. For this he was tried, con- 
victed and imprisoned—ag why should he 
not have been? Before he had served his 
sentence out, however, he escaped to this 
country, and now has been arrested at the 
instance of the British police, whose rep- 
resentatives are now on the way here to 
secure his extradition in accordance with 
statutes and treaties for such cases made 
and ‘provided. Incidentally, it appears, 
there is some excuse for believing that 
LYNCHEHAUN, who is known to have been,

British spy. And yet reputable lawyers in 
Indianapolis are offering to help him for 
nothing in hig fight against extradition, 
and the Hibernians of the city have raised 
a fund of $5,000 to carry the matter, if 
need.be, to the United States Supreme 
Court. This is all extremely mysterious, 
except for those who believe that in any 
controversy between an Irishman and the 
British authorities the Irishman must nec- 
essarily be right and the British authorities 
be wrong. There is, indeed, or at least 
was once, more or less of a presumption 
that way, but in this particular instance 
the known facts destroy the presumption, 
and, whatever may have been LYNCHE- 
HAUN’S grievance against the owner of the 
land he rented, it does not harmonize with 
Irish gallantry to justify him in tearing 
her face to pieces with his teeth, as he 
was convicted of doing, or even in striking 
her with his fist, as he admits he did. 


——In abolishing the long-established reg- 
ulation that cadets at West Point must not 
smoke, the Superintendent of that admir- 
able institution seems in effect to have 
made public admission of his inability to 
command obedience to the rule. For it is 
hardly likely he thinks smoking to be good 
for the cadets, or even innocuous, and his 
position in the matter seems to have been 
that, as under absolute prohibition of the 
practice. secret indulgence in the more 
harmful forms of it was inevitable, the only 
thing to do was to permit the use of the 
pipe as a lesser evil. The chances are that 
this action, considered in itself, was wis- 
dom of the sort called practical, but it was 
a compromise, and such compromises do not 
commend themselves to the people who are 
certain to pay the most attention to an epi- 
sode of this kind. They are sure to make 
voluble protest at what they will call the 
Superintendent's weakness, and they wiil 
refuse even to discuss the question whether 
his wisdom is practical or not. More rea- 
sonable folk than they will be content with 
the entertainment of certain doubts. They 
will remember, for instance, that, while the 
West Point cadet is in no sense the re- 
cipient of the Nation’s charity, yet he does 
incur some very heavy obligations for the 
education he receives and the highly hon- 
orable career of which he is assured. 
Among these obligations is that of making 
the most of himself, physically and men- 
tally, and the most devoted worshipper of 
tobacco would hardly assert that it was 
actively beneficial to the budding soldier— 
would hardly deny that it was in some 
small measure injurious to him. It does 
seem, therefore, that the cadets, gallant 
and honorable as we hope all of them are, 
and as we know most of them are, might 
welg have refrained from presenting to their 
Superintendent the painful and embarrass- 
ing alternative which their persistent viola- 
tion of a reasonable regulation created. 
They forced him to choose between two 
evils, and to endure the criticism which 
every such choice brings in its train. That 
was not quite nice of them. 


-——Cubans who for one cause or another 
—the causes may be and often are entirely 
honorable—find it convenient to live in this 
country instead of their own, are apt to be 
a bit dubious as to the reality of the re- 
forms and improvements making on the isl- 
and without their assistance, and to re- 
quire a good deal of proof before they will 
admit that things are going there now 60 
vastly better than in their own day. This 
is not Cuban nature; it is only human 
nature. Therefore is there the more need 
for taking the tendency into consideration 
when judging such a very grave charge as 
that just made against the municipal au- 
thorities of the Cuban cities by Dr. FrEr- 
NANDEZ YBERRA of this city. They are, he 
asserts after a visit to the island, syste- 
matically concealing the existence of yellow 
fever not only in the eastern provinces, but 
in Havana itself, doing it from fear of the 
interference in sanitary matters for which 
the Platt amendment provided in case the 
banishment of the disease were not made 
permanent. This, as we have said, is a 
very grave accusation, and it means so 
much both for Cuba and for this country 
that it deserves immediate attention and 
investigation. Such, we are glad to see, it 
has received in Washington, and we get 
thence what seems to be full assurance that 
Dr. YBERRA is mistaken—that while Cuba 
has several fevers more or less closely re- 
lated to yellow fever, it really is free from 
that particular malady. This is good news, 
but those other fevers are a little alarming. 
Men die of them, and that is all they did 
of yellow fever.

LAKE GEORGE MONUMENT 


Memorial of the Battle Unveiled by 
Four Governors. 


Senator Depew the Orator of the Day— 
Curtis Guild Denounces Foes 
of Militia. 


LAKE GEORGE, N. Y., Sept. 8—In the 
presence of thousands of excursionists from 
all near-by towns in Northeastern New 
York, from Vermont, from Massachusetts 
and from Connecticut, representatives of 
patriotic societies of New York and New 
England, and representatives of the offi- 
cial life of these States, the Governors of 
New York, Vermont, and Connecticut, and 
the Lieutenant Governor of Massachusetts, 
stationed at the four corners of the battle 
monument, pulled the fastening which un- 
veiled the bronze memorial of the battle of 
Lake George. As the canvas which had 
hidden the figures dropped the guns of the 
First Battery belched forth a National sa- 
lute. 

The bronze figures of the monument were 
designed by Albert W. Einert, the sculptor, 
and represent the Indian Chieftain, King 
Hendrick, demonstrating to Gen. Johnson 
the futility of dividing his forces. The fig- 
ures are nine feet high, cast in bronze, and 
stand in the centre of Battle Park, a few 
rods north of the river at Forg George, 
overlooking the lake. The figures stand on 
@ granite pedestal. On the east face is the 
following inscription: 

“*1903—The Society of the Colonial Wars 
erected this monument to commemorate the 
victory of the Colonial forces under Gen. 
Johnson and the Mohawk allies under 
Chief Hendrick over the French regulars, 
commanded by Baron Dieskau, with the 
Canadian and Indian allies.’ 

On the south face it reads: ‘ Defeat 
would have opened the road to Albany to 
the French.”’ 


The north: ‘‘ Confidence inspired by the 
victory was of inestimable value to the 
— Army in the War of the Revolu- 

on,.”’ 

On the west face are the words: “ Battle 
of Lake George, Sept. 8, 1755.” 

The day’s ceremonies began at 10 o’clock 
with a review of the troops by the quartet 
of Governors. In the line were a troop 
from the Second United @tates Cavalry, a 
company of the Ninth United States Infan- 
try, three companies of the National Guard, 
B and G of the Seventy-first Regiment and 
F of the Second; the Governor’s Foot 
Guards of Connecticut, and Company F, 
Second Massachusetts Infantry. 

The unveiling ceremonies began at 2 
o'clock. The Rev. Charles E. Brugler, 
Chaplain of the New York State Society, 
offered the invocation. 

The address of welcome was by I"rederick 
J. de Peyster, Governor General of the 
Society of Colonial Wars and Chairman 
of the Monument Committee, and in turn- 
ing over the monument to the New York 
State Society he referred to the fact that 
the object of the society is to restore 150 
years to American history, the years inter- 
vening between the founding of the Colo- 
nies and the battle of Lexington. He spoke 
of the importance of the French and In- 
dian war, saying that it was the corner- 
stone on which the revolution rested. He 
then formally turned the monument over 
to the State Society. 

James William Beekman, Governor of 
the New York Society, in accepting the 
monument in behalf of the society, spoke 
of the endeavors of the society to keep 
alive the memory of the Nation's heroes. 

A letter from President Roosevelt was 
read as follows: 

Oyster Bay, N. Y¥., Aug. 29, 1903. 
My Dear Mr. Ferris: 

It is with real regret that I find myself un- 
able to be present at the dedication of the ‘monu- 
ment to commemorate the battle of Lake George. 
I very earnestly believe in the wisdom in this 
new country of ours of keeping alive a sense 
of continuity with the historic past. It is a 
good thing from every standpoint to commem- 
orate in striking form the deeds that made 
Lakes Champlain and George famous in Colo- 
nial and Revolutionary days and again in the 
war of 1812. There is 4 peculiar appropriate- 
ness in placing a monument on the line of these 
two lakes which formea@ a highway of warfare 
followed by the war parties of Indians, of 
Colonial troops, of French and British, and 
finally of American soldiers. 

Hoping that you will have a thoroughly suc- 
cessful celebration, I am very sincerely yours, 

THEODORE ROOSEVELT.

Gov. Odell spoke in part as follows: 

“The lesson learned in the early Colonial 
days that each sparsely settled community 
was dependent upon all others has not 
been lost. 

“Here our people in the midst of their 
own rosperity sometimes forget that 
which is beyond. Green fields and sunshine 
turn the thoughts away from the hovel. 

“Education too often forgets that ig- 
norance worse than _ pestilence. stalks 
through the land, and that unless our 
patriotic ey sy with the courage of those 
who fought the battle of the Nation, battle 
with it, there is greater danger to our 
future from this source than could come 
from Nationai or sectional foes. 

“The dangers of the future will lie in the 
discontent of the people, a condition that 
can be — only when misery and lack 
of intellectual development exist, when 
man counts his progress by wealth alone.” 

The oration of the day was delivered by 
United States Senator Chauncey M. Depew, 
who spoke in part as follows: 

“This Colonial war, which lasted to 
within two years of the length of the strug- 
gle of the Revolution, and whose issues 
were so tremendous, occupies only a few 
a in American and scarcely a page 
in European history. It is remembered in 
school books,and popular recollection main- 
ly by the heroism and death of Wolfe and 
Montcalm. 

“Tt was marked by savage conflicts, 
Indian massacres, numberless deeds of 
valor, and countless episodes of marvelous 
adventure; but, in all great wars and civic 
contests time obliterates and eliminates 
until one name typifies the era and its 
outcome. 

‘* All the actors are forgotten save to the 
student or the antiquary except William 
Pitt and Gen. James Wolfe, and the inci- 
dent of Washington’s heroism and hair- 
breadth escapes on Braddock’s bloody field. 
Pitt and Wolfe have fitting memorials 
among Egland’s mighty dead in Westmin- 
ster Abbey, while Washington lives in the 
hearts of his countrymen. 

“The scaling of the heights in the rear 
of Quebec by olfe and his army and the 
fight on the Plains of Abraham was one 
of the decisive battles of history. Romance, 
eloquence, and poetry have given it mem- 
ory and lustre beyond many of the greatest 
and bloodiest battles of the past. Though 
the numbers engaged were insignificant, 
few, if any, conflicts have been followed 
by such far-reaching results affecting the 
destinies of nations and the liberties of 
mankind. 

“Tf England and France had come to an 
agreement over their home disputes and 
then in a rough-and-ready way partitioned 
these Sawer and poorly appreciated 

rovinces, the fate of our forefathers might 

ave been sealed. They could not have 
contended against Great Britain on the 
Atlantic, and this vigilant, aggressive, and 
grasping enemy north of the headwaters 
of the Hudson and west of the Alleghanies. 

“The clock marking the progress. of 
American development in institutions and 
resources would never have struck the 
jubilant hours of the nineteenth and twen- 
tieth centuries.”’ 

Lieut. Gov. Curtis Guild, Jr., of Massa- 
chusetts, in his address made a vigorous 
defense of the militia. He said in part: 

“Never has there been a time when the 
citizen soldier, the soldier of the people, de- 
served more earnest support than to-day. 
Tt is bad enough that some half-educated 
Socialists should have to be compelled by 
the law of the Empire State to desist from 
blacklisting the National Guardsman. It 
ig worse that merchants in Philadelphia 
should discharge from their employ clerks 
and assistants who obey their oaths as citi- 
zens and become soldiers only for the pre- 
a of ee eg ee 

“Tt is worst of a at the very men 
who in times of crisis are first to seek 
protection at all other times discourage the 
enlistment of their own flesh and blood and 
greet with a cynical but not unsympathetic 
smile from the club window the cry, ‘ Tin 
soldier,’ that greets the passing regiment 
from the gutter.”’

INSULTED THE EMPEROR. 


Three Men and Two Women Arrested 
at Halle—The Kaiser Leads a 
Cavalry Charge. 


HALLE, Prussia, Sept. 8.—Three men and 
two women have been arrested here charged 
with insulting Emperor William. The pre- 
cise nature of their offense has not been 
disclosed. 

The Emperor, who is attending the army 
manoeuvres in this vicinity, passed the 
night under a huge asbestos tent. 

An officer of the General Staff gave his 
Majesty an explanation last night ‘of the 
battle of Rossfach, (where Frederick the 
Great defeated the French under Marshal 
Soubise, Nov. 5, 1757,) attributing the -vic- 
tory of Frederick the Great to the use 
which he made of his cavalry. 

The Emperor to-day led a cavalry or 
composed of sixteen regiments on, c) 
Prussian, or so-called Red Army, side, 
against the Saxon Army, otherwise the 
Blues. The Empress and Princess Victoria 
Louise followed the operations in a four- 
horse carriage. The Empress was in the 
field before 7 o’clock this morning. 

The 12,000 horses led by the Empefor 
kicked up an immense amount of st.on 
the dry fields over which they _ passed, 
which betrayed the movements of the cav- 
alry. The Saxons, who were intrenched, 
and who had cleverly posted their artillery, 
received the attack with the fire of all r 
machine and other quick-firing guns in a 
way that in real war would have quickly 
decimated his Majegty’s force, but the Em- 
peror galloped on in a. whirlwind of dust, 
penetrated the Saxon line, and the umpire 
decided that the Saxons were defeated, and 
caused them to retreat across the Saale,: 


GERMAN TEMPERANCE BILL. 


Provisions of a Measure the Governs 
*ment Will Introduce in the 
Reichstag. 


BERLIN, Sept. 8—The Government will 
introduce in the next Reichstag a bill de- 
signed to promote temperance. Saloon keep- 
ers are required to sell non-intoxicants, 
such as lemonade, milk, coffee, and tea, and 
cold foods; credit is forbidden, thus abolish- 
ing the system extensively used in the 


country districts and among students, and 
the number of barmaids is limited. 

The Count Douglas agitation in the Prus- 
sian Landtag and the action of the Alcohol 
Congress at Bremen have greatly stimu- 
lated the temperance movement. 

The new bill was drawn up by the im- 
perial commission selected by the Ministers 
of the Interior and of Justice. 


INTERNATIONAL ARBITRATION. 


Conference in Vienna Adopts Two Reso- 
lutions to Further It. 


VIENNA, Sept. 8.—The conference of the 
Inter-Parliamentary Union for Interna- 
tional Arbitration, which opened yesterday 
in the lower house of the Reichstag, to- 
day adopted the resolutions presented yes~ 
terday by Herr Pirquet, representing the’ 
Austrian group, and M. Gobat of Switzer- 
land. 

Herr Pirquet’s resolution invites all the 
signatories of The Hague Convention to 


incorporate arbitration provisions in all 
treaties, to conclude general treaties of 
arbitration, and in cases of dispute to iIn- 
voke The Hague tribunal. M. Gobat’s reso- 
lution was to the effect that an offer of 
good offices should never be considered an 
unfriendly act. In connection with the res- 
olution M, Gobat Tampere recalled the ef- 
fort of the United States to offer its good 
offices in the South African war and Great 
Britain's reply that she would consider such 
an offer as an unfriendly act. 


POPE’S SISTERS SURPRISED. 


Have Not Found in Rome What They 
Expected—Unexpected Formality 
of the Vatican. 


ROME, Sept. 8.—The three sisters of Pope 
Pius X. who lived with him in Venice, 
and who arrived here yesterday, have not 
found tn Rome quite what they expected 
Not that they had any formulated desires, 
but the sisters thought they could noj 
fail to be certain of resuming their intk 
mate relations with the Pontiff, while tq 
their unaccustomed eyes all is formality, 
They shrunk from the curious glances casi

LONDON, Sept. 9.—The Times’s Pe- 
king correspondent says. that when on 
Aug. 15 Prince Ching wrote Minister 
Conger officially that the American 
treaty would be signed Oct. 8 and would 
contain a clause permitting the opening 
of Mukden City and Tatung-Kao, it was 
understood generally that this was done 
with the consent of Russia. 

M. Lessar, the Russian Minister to 
China, in a Sunday dispatch, indorses 
the opening of the two ports, and under- 
takes that the three provinces of, Man- 
churia will be restored to the autonomy 
of China provided China undertakes that 
no portion of the territory shall be ceded 
to any other power; that no concession 
shall be granted to England unless equal- 
ly granted to Russia, (this is obscure and 
requires .confirmation;) that there shall 
be no increase of the present import tar- 
iff.on goods entering Manchuria by rail- 
way; that in the event.of an epidemic 
at Niu-Chwang a Russian: health officer 
shall be appointed to superintend sani- 
tary work; that Russia shall retain her 
own military telegraph Iine along the 
railway; that the Russo-Chinese Bank 
egencies in Manchuria shall be guarded 
by Chinese soldiers. 

If the foregoing conditions are agreed 
to, M. Lessar promises that Niu-Chwang 
nd Mukden Province shall be evacuated 
Oct.-8 and the. remaining provinces in 
due course.

John J. McNally and the Rogers Brothers 
together have challenged the public approv- 
al. And still it can only be said in all con- 

| science that playwright and actors come 
off second best. If this sort of thing keeps 

| on they may get to be known as the Sir 

' Thomas Liptons of musical farce. That the 
public likes them and their work only goes 
to justify such a title, for does not the 
public also love Sir Thomas, and would it 
love him half as well if he were to prove 
anything else than second best? There are 
professions in which mediocrity is golden. 

In “‘The Rogers Brothers in London,” 
now running prosperously at the Knicker- 
bocker, there are three handsomely mount- 
ed scenes, representing the deck of an At- 
lantic liner, Trafalgar Square, London, and 
the fountain of a department store. Each 
scene teems with choruses in flashing 
dances, echoes with vigorous songs, re- 
sounds with a rapid succession of explo- 
sive gag jokes. Yet all to what end? The 
music is brazenly strenuous, but scarcely 
spirited: the dances are the acme of gym- 


nastics, but not.of grace; the costumes are 
strikingly brilliant and variegated, but in 
no wise beautiful. Everything assails the 
eye. Nothing truly delights it. 

In and out of all this the Rogers Brothers 
work like Trojans—or if not Trojans, at 
least Hke all of the nationalities known to 
the variety stage, being in turn Dutch 
comedians, negro comedians, Cockney come- 
dians, and What Not. Especially What 
Not.. For with the rapid fire and quick 
change that are the secret of their art they 
have not time to be any one thing artistic- 
ally and with skill. 

Down at the Manhattan Theatre one may 
find Shakespeare's “As You Like It.’ 
Here at the Knickerbocker is the dear 


public's as you like it. There is no deny- | 


ing its appcal. All that good-looking young 
women in silks, satins, and limelights 
can accomplish for the dear public is 
accomplished The music and the jests 
that have delighted it for years are served 
up in only the most superficially varied 
form. Applause and laughter are unflag- 
ging. 

Yet the total effect is somehow or other 
like a tiara of diamonds worn at a break- 
fast of boiled eggs, or a rare vintage of 
champagne eaten with a potato salad 
Something of this feeling seemed to pervade 
the audience last night.

HARRISON GREY FISKE LOSES. 


Justice Blanchard Decides Tyrone Pow- 
er Can Act Where He Will. 


Supreme Court Justice Blanchard yester- 
day handed down a decision in which he 
denies the application of Charles E. Ly- 
decker, counsel for ‘Harrison Grey Fiske, 
the theatrical manager, for an injunction 
restraining Tyrone Power, an actor, whom 
Fiske Claimed was under contract to him 
for the season of 1908 and 1904, from play- 


ing under any other management but his 
own. 

The question hinged on the equity of the 
contract. A. H. Hummel, counsel for Pow- 
er, claimed that the contract was void 
for the reasonsthat it was all one sided, 
and that Power was not the star of the 
play, ‘‘Mary of Magdala,’* as had been 
contended by counsel for Fiske, and that 
his part could be filled at very short 
notice. Justice Blanchard, in his decision, 
says in part: 

“ The defendant was in no manner singled 
out from other members of the plaintiff's 
company, nor was he the ‘star’ of the 
play; that he was the recepient through 
the public press of favorable comment is 
admitted, but this is far from showing 
that his services cannot be replaced.’’ 

Mr. Fiske said last night that he would 
carry the case to a higher court and seek 
to gain reparation from Power for break- 
ing the contract. The fact that Justice 
Blanchard did not charge up the costs to 
the unsuccessful plaintiff, Mr. Fiske said, 
went to show that the latter's application 
for an injunction was not without cause. 


CONTEST OVER A CASINO BOX. 


Court Reserves Decision in Suit Brought 
by Henry B. Sire. 


The case of Henry B. Sire, who seeks to 
continue an injunction to restrain Samuel 
S. Shubert, Lee Shubert, and Joseph W. 
Jacobs, lessees of the Casino, from dispos- 
ing of Box G on any three nights of the 
week on which, before 6 P. M., Mr. Sire 
may demand it, was argued yesterday be- 
fore Justice Clarke in the Supreme Court. 
Decision was reservad. 

The contention of Mr. Sire was that an 
agreement with S. S. Shubert in regard to 
the box was not lived up to. Jacobs got 
possession of the Casino under a verbal 
lease for $20,000, and he seeks to have the 
contract, executed May 20, 1902, adjudged 
a contract of the Shuberts. In an affida- 
vit he sets forth his grievances in regard to 
the box. : 4 

The defendants, through William Klein, 
say that a box was never refused to Sire, 
but that such courtesy was rather one to 
a brother manager than under the contract. 
They claim that the lease expired May 1 
last, and that the Shuberts came into pos- 
session subsequent to the expiration of 
Sire’s agreement with the landlord. 


THEATRE SYNDICATE RUMORS. 


Report That the Combination Is to be 
Dissolved as the Result of 
Dissensions. 


Floating on Broadway yesterday was a 
rumor that the powerful theatrical ‘ syn- 
dicate "’ was going, to be dissolved, as a 
result of the defection of certain members. 
The members of the combination, as far as 
is generally known, are Al Hayman, 
Charles Frohman, Klaw & Erlanger, Rich 
& Harris, and Nixon & Zimmerman. Nix- 
on, of the last firm, it is said, has not been 
on the best of terms with Erlanger, and 
Zimmerman had been booking Bertha Gal- 
land through his son who belongs to an- 
other theatrical firm. 

None of the parties most concerned 
would make a statement about the rumored 
dissolution. The Shuberts, who have close 
relations with the combination of theatri- 
cal interests, are reported to be disaf- 
fected, too, though one of them, when 
asked about it last night, said he had 
nothing to say about it. It is said that 
Nixon and Zimmerman were taken into 
the syndicate on less advantageous terms 
than those enjoyed by the other firms.

Bill for Another Treaty Before 
Colombian Congress. 


Demands Another $10,000,000—Both Mr. 
Loomis and Dr. Herran Scout Idea, 
of Ite Acceptance Here. 


BOGOTA, Sept. 5.—The bill which Con- 
gress is now discussing, authorizing Presi- 
dent Marroquin to negotiate a new Panama 
Canal treaty with the United States, con- 
tains the following stipulations: 

The perpetual use of the canal zone is 
Sranted, provided that at the expiration of 
each hundred years the United States shall 
pay during the succeeding hundred years 
25 per cent. more premium and rental than 
for the preceding term, the premium be- 
ginning at $400,000 and the rental at $400. 

The mixed tribunals in the canal zone 
shall try suits between foreigners or be- 
tween, Colombians and foreigners. 

The police and sanitary measures shall 
be practically in charge of the United 
States. 

Twenty million dollars is fixed as the 
price of the concession, besides the rental 
of $10,000,000, payable by the canal com- 
pany, in consideration of Colombia's ap- 
proval of the transfer of shares. 

The railroad shall in sixty-four years re- 
vert to Colombia, but the United States 
may buy it under a valuation. 


A term shall be fixed within which the ! 


canal must be begun and finished. 

The contract shall provide for a means to 
settle differences which may arise between 
the Governments during the construction 
and execution of the contract.

WARNED AGAINST PANAMA. 


French People Advised Not to Emi- 
grate in Expectation of Working 
on the Canal. 


PARIS, Sept. 8.—The President of the 
Council of Ministers has sent a letter to 
the Prefects throughout France directing 
them to warn the people against. ill-ad- 
vised emigration to the Isthmus of Pan- 
ama. in expectation of an early resumption 
of work on the canal. The President quotes 
the Frénch Consul at Panama as 
that many Europeans and inhabitants of 
the French colonies are arriving there. The 
Consul points out that the country is very 
unhealthy and is plunged in complete 
misery. Caution is also given against the 
establishing of commercial enterprises at 
Panama without full knowledge of the 
risks. 

The letter further says that the question 
of the resumption of work on the canal is 
stil) undecided and advises intending emi- 
grants to wait fora positive decision, in an 
official announcement, before emigrating.

First Day’s Shoot for National 
Rifle Team Championship. 


But Individual Score Was Made by a 
Regular Army Sergeant—Contest 
to be Decided To-day. 


Special ta The New York Times. 

SEABRIGHT, N. J., Sept. 8.—Fifteen rifle 
feams of twelve men each, representing 
the army, navy, marine corps, and New 
York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Rhode 
Isiand, Connecticut, Massachusetts, Ver- 
mont, Michigan, Ohio, Georgia, and the 
District of Columbia, fought for supremacy 
to-day at the 200, 500, and 600 yard targets 
in the first stage of the National match 
for the rifle team championship of the 
United States. To-morrow the same marks- 
men will shoot at the 800, 900, and 1,000 
yard butts. For these two days the range 
is in charge of the National Government, 
the executive officer being Major John F. 
Guilfoye of the Twelfth United States Cav- 


alry. 

Each man is allowed ten shots—at 200 
yards the riflemen stand and at the other 
distances they lie prone, and a rifle or car- 
tine may be used. The first prize is $500 
cash and the bronze trophy, Mars, and the 


dogs of war, authorized by Congress. The 
second highest team receives $300 and the 
Hilton trophy, the third $200 and the 
bronze “ Soldier of Marathon,”’ the fourth 
$150, the fifth $100, and the sixth $50.

The 
light was only fair, the north wind was 
freaky, and a shower forced the men to don 
their ponches.

THE FINANCIAL MARKETS

Money easy, 2@2%4 per cent. 


A good tone prevailed in the early 
G@ealings yesterday, attesting a favorable 
interpretation of the over-holiday news 
and a lack of ‘nervousness regarding 2 
bank statement which certainly would 
have disturbed Saturday’s session had 
there been one of a temper such as has 
prevailed this Summer. London, too, 
was in a ‘similar mood regarding our se- 
curities, and bought several favorites, 
conspicuously Atchison, which was also 
fancied by local operators. St. Paul was 
another favorite, not, like Atchison, upon 
reports of mysterious deals and buying 
for control, but upon the fact that it had 
saved almost half of a large increase in 
gross, or, to be precise, had made a gain 
in net for July of $260,746. There was 
other confirmatory intelligence of the 
same sort. More glowing accounts of the 
railway outlook than came from Chicago 
officials of the leading trunk lines could 
not be reasonably expected. They are 
important, not only as regards the vol- 
ume of railway traffic, but because they 
show maintenance of the westward 
movement which negatives any theory of 
decreasing consumption such as would 
follow expectation of poor crops and re- 
duced buying power among consumers of 
commodities. Nevertheless, the early 
good feeling was not sustained through- 
out the day. Flatness followed the ces- 
sation of London buying with the clos- 
ing of their day’s business, and later 
prices were reactionary. Thus Atchison, 
after selling up to 68%, closed at 66%, a 
loss of % upon sales of over 100,000 
shares. St. Paul also closed at the day’s 
lowest, with a net decline of %, and 
Rock Island, whose activity was second 
only to Atchison’s, also lost a fraction. 
United States Realty preferred was 
among the stronger stocks, and retained 
an advance of 11%. In the bond market 
the significant change was a fractional 
improvement in governments, as antici- 
pated, upon the expectation that Secre- 
tary Shaw’s deposit policy would create a 
demand for use as collateral, or possibly 
for retirement of the fives soon to ma- 
ture. 

The weakness of Gorn, wheat, and cot- 
ton was among the day’s best news, 
pointing to expert expectation of abun- 
dant yields, with happiest effect upon the 
monetary situation through the exchange 
market. The interior receipts of corn 
were double last year's, and suggest that 
farmers are becoming more ready to 
part with what they have been hoarding 
as though fearful of not replenishing 
stocks easily. The interior receipts of 
cotton are increasing fast; for example, 
yesterday's total port receipts were 4,000 
bales against 405 last week, but also 
against 34.831 last year. Frost was re- 
ported from Colorado and the Adiron- 
dacks, and in private messages was 
feared regarding the corn region. But 
private information ean supply any de- 
sired amount of frost. It is safest to 
adhere to the Government statements, 
and regarding the one to appear Thurs- 
day it is also well to bear in mind that 
favorable conditions since its date have 
discounted some deterioration from frost 
when it appears authentically. The frost 
which will do damage must be a frost 
such as there can be no doubt or conceal- 
ment about. It is true about frost as it 
is about the floods that local damage is 
almost insignificant, and that general 
damage is almost impossible throughout 
the breadth of the crop. A recollection of 
exaggeration regarding last Spring’s 
flood damage—and there certainly were 
serious floods—will do much to give sta- 
bility. under reports such as are certain 
about frosts. And of course corn is in 
greater danger from frost than cotton: a 
frost to kill cotton in September would 
be so singular that no credence should be 
given to anything of the sort upon such 
reports as yesterday’s. The sterling sit- 
uation was weaker in tone than in price, 
upon the appearance of spot cotton bills 
at $13 per bale instead of $9 last year. 
San Francisco reported the arrival of 
$1,850,000 of Australian gold, and the 
shipment of $1,250,000, of course upon 
London account and simultaneously with 
its loss of gold to Germany, and failure 
to attract gold from Paris, although the 
Paris exchange on London did advance a 
trifle. That the Bark of England is in 


earnest appears from its borrowing 
£2,000.000 to make the market rate cor- 
respond with the Bank’s advance. In 
other words, the state of English trade 
and finance is such that the exchanges 
are adverse unless artificially controlled 
It is not a hopeful augury, but it makes 
our own conditions shine by comparison 
and should shame our pessimists into 
silence as they remark the steadfastness 
of the English market, despite the weak- 
ness of consols.

COTTON MARKET BREAKS. 


Sharp Declines on the Near-by Options, 
with the Far-Away. Months Bet- 
ter Supported. 


There was another bad break in prices on 
the Cotton Exchange yesterday, with the 
greatest declines in September and October, 
in which the Brown pool and the Sully 
forces are operating most largely. Septem- 
ber fell an treme 37 points—or nearly 
$2 a bale—while October dropped 34 points, 
the close in each case being but a few 
points above the low of the day. December 
was down 27 points, January 26, and March 
21—this from the high prices reached in 
the earlier part of the day preceding the 
publication of the weekly Government crop 
report, which, though by many regarded as 
unfavorable, was nevertheless the signal 
for a general selling movement. 

In explanation of the somewhat sensa- 
tional drops in September and Qctober-- 
the more sensational in that they .came 
after last week's bad breaks—many reports 
were heard. One of these was that. the 
Brown pool, finding that much more cot- 
ton was coming into sight than had been 
expected, had decided to sell the last of its 
holdings at the market prices both her® and 
in New Orleans, (where quotations also 
were well down,) and that it was this sell- 


ing that had broken the market. Col. 
Brown himself to a reporter said that he 
had no time to discuss reports, but his 
friends say that the deal is still ‘‘ on;”’ and 
at they were buyers yesterday, not sell- 

Nevertheless few people in Wall Street 
will be surprised if at any. time now the 
Brown se finally declare themselves 
out of the market, with the “corner” no 
longer on and the pool dissolved. 

Another report had it that Daniel J, Sully, 
who lately has turned bull, had found him- 
self with more contracts on his hands than 
he cared to handle, and therefore had sold 
«a portion of them’ yesterday, having dis- 
covered that the Brown people had been 
selling to him. It was said, too, that sev- 
eral cotton firms committed tb the bull 
side of the market had become overbur- 
dened, and that one at least was in finan- 
cial diffieulty. 

When Mr, Sully was seen in respect to his 
position he said: 

“I am still a bull, whatever any one else is, 
Everybody seems to have been selling to- 
day, but they all will be buying later. To- 
day’s crop report is anything but good, 
and conditions are even worse than the 
report sets out.’ 

pene the largest sellers yesterday was 
said to be a prominent Western house with 
offices in Wall Street. 

Yesterday for the first time this season 
“spot cotton” bills appeared in the Ex- 
change market, indicating the beginning 
of the export movement.

BEAVERS GOMES T0 GOURT 


Surrenders Here to Force Govern- 
ment to Reveal Its Case. 


Accused Post Office Official Preparing to 
. Fight Effort to Send Him Back to 
x Brooklyn for ‘Trial. 


George W. Beavers, formerly head of the 
Salaries and Allowance Division of the 
Post Office. Department in Washington, 
Was arraigned before United States Com- 
missioner Hitchcock yesterday, and was 
held in $5,000 bail for examination on 
Sept. 15 next. With his counsel, Morgan & 
Seabury of 200 Broadway, Beavers went to 
the office of United States Marshal Henkel, 
in the Federal Building, and there the at- 
torneys announced that they had come to 
make a formal surrender of their client. 

Assistant United States District’ Attor- 
ney Wise was ‘called and Beavers was for- 
mally arraigned before Commissioner 
Hitchcock. J. R. Brown of Audubon Park, 
N. Y., became his surety. 

The indictment upon which he was ar- 
raigned was returned about two months 
ago in Brooklyn and charges him with hav- 
ing received a check for $810 as part com- 
mission from the Brandt-Dent Manufact- 
uring Company of Middletown, Wis., in a 
deal whereby they supplied the Post Office 
with a number of automatic cashiers at 
prices alleged to be greatly in excess of the 
regular market quotations. Congressman 
Driggs and George F. Miller, local manager 
of the company, who were indicted at the 
same time, had surrendered themselves, 
and it. was supposed that Beavers would 
do so too, but instead he changed his resi- 
dence from Brooklyn to Manhattan, where 
the Federal court of Brooklyn has no juris- 
diction. 

It was said, when the fact of his change 
of residence became known, that it was a 
move to force the Government to disclose 
its case against him, and Beavers inferen- 
tially admitted it when he said yesterday 
that he had not previously given himself 
up because his counsel had asked the Gov- 
ernment certain questions, and he had de- 
cided to wait till they were answered to 
his satisfaction. 

United States District Attorney Youngs 
of the Eastern District of New York, in 
which the indictment was found, was much 
pleased at the news that Beavers had given 
Pimecif up. “I do not know,” said Mr. 
Youngs, “ whether this means that I will 
have him over here in Brooklyn in the 
near future, but it does mean that he is in 
custody and that Commissioner Hitchcock 
can do with him as he sees fit. Beavers 
dees not want to come to Brogklyn. Dis- 
trict Attorney Burnett will contend at the 
examination, however, that, once the fact 
of the indictment and warrant over here is 
established, it becomes the duty of Com- 
missioner Hitchcock to transfer Beavers to 
the Marshal of this court.”’ 

Mr. Seabury’s view is the other way— 
that the mere proof that an indictment had 
been found in Brooklyn does not give the 
Commissioner here jurisdiction. . 

“We have gained our point in getting the 
hearing before Ccmmissioner Hitchcock,” 
he said, ‘‘and I am sure he will have the 
evidence presented as we desired. When 
the case of Beavers is brought up on Sept. 
ts the question whether the indictment is 
all the evidence the Commissioner requires 
to make a commitment or if it is necessary 
to bring evidence to support the charges 
made in the indictment will be settled. The 
same question arose in the case of Maurice 
Runkle a week ago, and Commissioner 
Hitchcock took the matter under advise- 
ment until Sept. 21. If the view held by 
the District Attorney’s office is sustained, 
Beavers will be turned over at once, of 
course, to the Brooklyn Marshal. If Com- 
missioner Hitchcock rules otherwise, the 
Government will have to produce the wit- 
messes summoned before the Grand Jury 
and Beavers will be enabled to prepare his 
defense with a knowledge of the evidence 
he will have to face at the trial. It was for 
this purpose that Beavers surrendered him- 
self in this district and not in Brooklyn, 
where the indictment was returned.” 

in answer to questions Beavers denied 
ever having been the guest of Assistant 
Postmaster Morgan and said that Post- 
master Van Cott would not have to refund 
to the Government the sum of $1,100 paid to 
H. C. Graff. the clerk who was transferred 
to the New York office at Beavers's or- 
Gers, At that time he had full authority to 
transfer Graff, he said. 


POST OFFICE INVESTIGATION. 


Counselor Bonaparte Receives Seven- 
teen Additional Indictments—Talks 
ef Scope of the Prosecution. 


Seventeen additional indictments against 
persons said to be implicated in the Post 
Office frauds have been turned over to 
Charles J. Bonaparte, the Baltimore coun- 
selor, who has been retained by the Gov- 
ernment to aid in the prosecution of nearly 
twoscore of its employes. Mr. Bonaparte 
returned yesterday from his vacation at 
St. Andrew’s, N. B. 

In the course of an interview yesterday at 
the Fifth Avenue Hotel he stated that he 
had’ received the formal drafts of indict- 
ments against George W. Beavers, August 
W. Machen, Congressman Edmund H. 
Driggs, Maurice Runkle, George E. Lorenz, 


George F. Miller, and Thomas W. Mc- 
Gregor. 

** Besides these,"’ said Mr. Bonaparte, 
“‘there are other cases, ten of which have 
either not been submitted to the ‘Grand 
Jury or are yet in the hands of that body 

r consideration. If true bills are found 

ainst them, several new names will be 
nvolved.”’ 

Besides preparing the cases against the 
indicted employes of the Government, Mr. 
Benaparte and his associate, Holmes Con- 
rad, have been retained to investigate 
charges anent recent Post Office scandals, 
such, for instance, as the public statement 
sajd to have been made by Seymour _ W. 
Tnhllock, ex-cashier in the Washington Post 
Office, to the effect that ‘the office was 
on the bum.” Mr. Bonaparte is now pre- 

“aring reports on this particular piece of the 
Bost Office scandal, and expects to turn it 
over to the Attorney General in a very few 
days. 

“ These reports,.”’ he said, ‘‘ have no direct 
connection with the business of the Federal 
Grand Jury, but they relate to a subject 
they have under consideration. I do not 
know whether our reports will be published, 
but they will probably be submitted to the 
President. I shall go to Washington to- 
morrow and confer with my associate, Mr. 
Cenrad, with the Postmaster General, and 
Attorney General. You may say for me 
that the cases in which indictménts are re- 
turned by the Grand Jury will be pushed 
as rapidly as the evidence at hand will per- 
mit.” 


DR. JONES TO BE REINSTATED. 


Dther Bellevue Physicians Have Decided 
to Refrain from Protest. 


As a result of a conference between Dr. 
J. W. Brannan, President of the Board of 
Trustees of Bellevue and Allied Hospitals, 
and members of the staff of Bellevue Hos- 
pital who felt aggrieved because of the 
suspension last week of Dr. W. B. Jones, 
House Surgeon of the Fourth Medical Di- 
vision, by Dr. W. V. V. Mabon, the Super- 


intendent, the staff will refrain from pro- 
test and let the case of Dr. Jones be settled 
by the Executive Committee of the Medical 
Board, which meets to-day. 

Dr. Jones, it is stated, will be reprimand- 
ed and reinstated. The protest drawn up 
by hjs colleagues and adn#irers has disap- 
pearéd, the staff have now a full knowl- 
edge of the powers and duties of Superin- 
tendent Mabon and Miss Delano, the Su- 
perintendent of Nurses, and afe well dis- 
posed as to what course to pursue in case 
they have a grievance. Dr. Brannan’s de- 
cision to uphold these officials was made 
iain at the conference, and the Dr. Jones 
nicident, to quote a Trustee, ‘‘ has had the 
effect of clearing the atmosphere.”’ 


Accused Druggist Kills Himself. 

William Welkowitz, seventy years old, a 
iruggist at 110 First Avenue, accused of 
selling drugs prohibited by law, who was 
arrested last Thursday and paroled until 
yesterday. was reported in the Yorkville 
Court, to have committed suicide. He 
drank laudanum in his drug store last Fri- 


day and died shortly after in Bellevue Hos- 
pital. Welkowitz was arrested on evidence 
obtained by an agent of the New York 
State Medical Association, who had em- 
Biches a young woman to purchase the for- 

idden drug from Augusta Dudek, thirty- 


éight years old, of 239 East Seventy-seventh 
Street. The evidence apparently implicated 
Welkowitz, so they were both arrested, 
Welkowitz being paroled that he might ob- 
tain a bondsman. The examination of the 
woman will be commenced to-day. 


HORSES FALL INTO A HOLE. 


Man at the Bottom of It Crawls Into a 
Small Tunnel and Escape Seri- 
ous Injury. 


John Banninger, fifty-nine years old, of 
112 Varick Street, an employe of the Water 
Department, was taken to Bellevue Hos- 
pital yesterday afternoon suffering from 
bruises and contusions he received at the 
bottom eof a hole at Third Avenue and 
Twenty-first Street, when two horses fell 
into the hole and imprisoned him in a 
corner. 

The hole, which was dug to allow access 
to a leaking water main, is about seven 
feet in diameter and eight feet deep, nar- 
rewing toward the bottom, where it be- 
comes a small tunnel, a few feet in length, 
beside the water main. Into this tunne 
Banninger crawled after the horses had 
fallen in. 

The animals, which had just been pur- 
chased by Charles A. Gibson, thirty-nine 
years old, of 225 Lorimer Street, Brooklyn, 
were drawing his truck down Third Avenue 
when they became frightened at the sound 
of an eleyated train passing overhead, and 
sidled info the excavation, which was not 
guarded by barriers. Banninger and John 
Riley were in the hole, Riley, who was 
near the top and saw what was going to 
happen, yelled to Banninger to get out, 
but before he could do so the animals had 
fallen in, their hind quarters and hoofs 
being at the bottom. A tackle was finally 
attached to the elevated structure, and 
that with the windlass of a leach truck, 
hauled the animals out one at a time. 


BURNING CAR IN COLLISION. 


Faulty Fuse Makes Blaze on Brooklyn 
Elevated, Train Hitting De- 
railed Engine. 


A collisien with an elevated motor train, 
which was on fire, by an engine belonging 
to the Rockaway Beach branch at the ter- 
minus near the foot of Broadway, Will- 
iamsburg, yesterday morning shook up and 
scared many passengers. The engine. was 
derailed by an unplaced switch. 

The motor train had been switched to the 
centre track, where it became short-cir- 
cuited. A fuse in the middle car burned 
out and set the car on fire. While the 
panic-stricken passengers were fleeing to 
the front and rear cars, the train started 
ahead and crashed into the derailed engine. 
This collision increased the fear of the pas- 
sengers. 

Truck Company No. 54, which had been 
summoned, raised ladders against the ele- 
vated structure. The fire was quickly sub- 
dued and the passengers were quieted. 


MR. VREELAND BACK AT WORK. 


Vacation Over, He States That There 
Has Been No Disagreement with 
Metropolitan Directors. 


President Vreeland of the Metropolitan 
Street Railway Company returned to his 
desk yesterday after a Summer vacation in 
New England. During the course of the 
afternoon he took occasion to deny state- 
ments ¢émanating from sources outside New 
York and printed here to the effect that, 
owing to disagreements between himself 
and certain Directors of the company, he 
had resigned or intended to resign from the 
head of the corporation. 

*T have had a thorough rest,”’ said Mr. 
Vrecland, ‘‘ which was the purpose of my 
vacation, and I have to-day tukerr hold of 
the work which has occupied and interested 
me for the last ten years. I am delighted 
that Mr. Thomas F. Ryan has determined 
to again take an active interest in the man- 
agement of the property, in the building up 
of which he has had so important a part. 
Ever since my connection with the prop- 
erty Mr. Ryan has been one of my closest 
personal and business friends, and no one in 
New York is more familiar than he with all 
the questions involved in the management 
of street railway properties in this city.” 


MURDER AFTER FIERCE STRUGGLE 


Italian Found a Man In His Home and 
Stabbed Him to Death. 


Michael Orlando, an Italian laborer, slew 
Augustino Messina, a baker, with a stiletf 
at 21 Catharine Street yesterday morning. 
Jealousy was the prime factor in the as- 
sassination, the murderer having found his 
victim, whose home was at 49. Oliver 
Street, with his wife in the Orlando home. 

Orlando went to work early, but re- 
turned, and, finding the door of his apart- 
ment locked and receiving no reply to a 
summons for admittance, he burst it in. 
Mrs. Orlando and Messina were in the 
kitchen. There was a short passage of 
fierce epithets and then the men grappled 
and struggled to the hallway, where, arms 
locked, they fell against and burst in the 
door of the rooms of Alexander Shaman. 
The fall broke the hold of Messina on his 
frenzied assailant, so that Orlando freed 
his right arm and stabbed Messina repeat- 
edly. 

Policemen arrested Orlando, while Mes- 
sina was put into Dr. Emily Dunning's 
ambulance, in which he expired before it 
reached the Gouverneur Hospital. Orlando 
was taken to the Essex Market Police 
Court and committed to abide the action of 
a Coroner. His wife, who received slight 
bruises by interfering in the death strug- 
gle, was in court, apparently unrnoved by 
the tragedy. The couple have five chil- 
dren. 


MAYOR FAVORS POULSON PLAN. 


Advises Test of Proposed Relief for 
Bridge Congestion. 


Mayor Low yesterday made public the 
text of a letter which he had sent out 
earlier in the day to President Edwin W. 
Winter of the Brooklyn Rapid Transit Com- 
pany, favoring the trial of the so-called 
Poulson plan for the relief of congestion 
at the Manhattan terminal of the Brooklyn 


Bridge. The letter is in reply to one from 
Mr. Winter, dated Sept. 3. 

‘“‘T am glad to learn,’’ writes the Mayor, 
“that you and the Bridge Commissioner 
are to have another conference with Mr. 
Poulson to-morrow, as I think it important 
that the relief plan be tested and tested 
both adequately and fairly. I think the 
Commissioner will be fully justified in ac- 
cepting, on behalf of the department, what- 
ever responsibility there may be for the 
risks involved in such a test, and.I shall be 
glad to sustain him in doing so.” 





Accuse Firemen on Liner of Smuggling. 
Joseph Wahrman, a dealer in leaf tobac- 
co at 116 Chrystie Street, together with 
Charles Thone and Henry Schoon, two fire- 
men of the steamship Koenigin Luise of the 
Hamburg-American Line, were arraigned 
yesterday before United States Commis- 
sioner Ridgeway, in the Federal Building, 
and held for another examination on a 
charge of SmUgSNS, preterree by Inspector 
Wilson and D. G. Gaiboilly, both of the 
Revenue Service. The officers testified 
that they had followed the sailors to Wahr- 
man’s place and had seen them sell him one 
kilogramme of Sumatra leaf tobacco. Many 
sailors are said to make a practice of pur- 
chasing the tobacco abroad at 80 cents a 
pound and disposing of it here for $2. 


Col. Astor’s Automobile Released. 

An automobile imported for Col. John 
Jacob Astor, which had been detained be- 
cause of a dispute as to itsevaluation, has 
been released. It was invoiced at about 
$6,000, foreign value. The Appraiser's ex-

ORDERED TO SHOW BOOKS 


Court Decides Against , Universal 
Tobacco Officials. 


Petitioners Charge Fraud as Well as 
. Mismanagement of the Concern’s 
Affairs—What G. P. But- 
ler Says. 


Vice Chancellor Pitney, sitting in the 
New Jersey Court of Chancery, in Jersey 
City, yesterday granted an order to exam- 
ine the books and papers of the Universal 
Tobacco Company, applied for on behalf of 
Some of the stockholders. The application, 
which was presented by Julien T. Davies, 
counsel for the latter, is subsidiary to one 
looking to the appointment of a receiver 
for the corporation begun on behalf of Hd- 
ward A. McAipin and now pending before 
the Chancery Court. On the latter Vice 
Chancellor Pitney reserved decision. 

In the bill of cothplaints, as well as in 
affidavits attached to the petition, charges 
are made not only of mismanagement of 
the affairs of the concern, but of fraud as 
well. One of the allegations is that a cer- 
tain transaction by which a mortgage was 
taken on the property of the company to 
secure an alleged claim against it held by 
William H. Butler, the President, and 
George P. Butler, his brother, who was 
active in its affairs, and a bond issue which 
entered into the transaction were merely 
a scheme on their part to freeze out the 
original stockholders and obtain possession 
of the property of the corporation. Vice 
Chancellor Pitney had granted a temporary 
injunction restraining the company from 
aisposing of the bonds. This injunction was 
continued by him yesterday. 

The petition, which was-in the name of 
William C. Judkins, one of the stockhold- 
ers, declared that efforts made to gain ac- 
cess to the company’s books without resort 
to litigation had proved futile. It also con- 
tained an allegation to the effect that the 
Butler brothers had gained possession of 
séveral hundred thousand dollars of the 
assets of the company. For the first time 
the complete personnel of the so-called 
“ Protective Committee,” formed among 
the stockholders for reorganization pur- 


poses, and some members of which are 
thought to be ihe rea! complainants in the 
proceedings, is mentioned in Mr. Judkins’s 
affidavit. They are Frank H. Tilford, R. 
J. Govin, Henry W. Wilson, George R. 
Sheldon, and James L. Richards of Boston. 

The company yesterday was represented 
by Attorney General R. H. McCarter of 
New Jersey, who had for his associate 
counsel Wheeler H. Peckham, Bourke 
Cockran, ex-Assistant District Attorney 
James W. Osborne, and Edwin A. 8S. Lewis. 
The complainants were represented by ex- 
Justice Collins of the Supreme Court of 
New Jersey, Julien T. Davies, H. Barry, 
and B. B. McAlpin. 

MraPeckharm, who as a result of his atti- 
tude at the last hearing in the case was 
threatened with commitment for contempt 
of court by the Vice Chancellor, sat with 
flushed face us the decision was rendered. 
Bourke Cockran hurried to a telephone and 
remained there for a long time, as also did 
George P. Butler. who was in court. Gen. 
McAlpin, Camille Weidenfeld, and others 
among the dissatisfied stockholders who at- 
tended were in a jubilant frame of mind 

Mr. McCarter began his argument by im- 
pugning the motives of the complainants 
and in this connection mentioned the fact 
that Gen. McAlpim had sold out his busi- 
ness to the American Tobacco Company, 
the principal competitor of the Universal. 
He deciared that all the complainants were 
in close alliance with the former concern 
and were striving to tufn the Universal 
over to its rival. At this point he was in- 
terrupted by Vice Chancellor Pitney. 

“Why shouldn't he sell out his own busi- 
ness if he chose to?” the Vice Chancellor 
said. ‘*‘ Goodness gracious! He had per- 
fect right to do so. You have said n&ning 
to show that the act was not just and hon- 
orable. You must be hard pressed, Mr. Mc- 
Carter, to resort to weapons such as these. 
This kind of argument is going to hurt 
your case rather than help it. I really 
think so, and I am going to say what I 
mean right here.” 

Mr. McCarter cited decisions to show that 
the Chancery Court could only order books 
and papers of a concern into the State 
when they were to be used as evidence at 
a trial, and for that reason he ceclared it 
would be a scandal if the application were 
granted 

Julien T. Davies, for the petitioner, said 
in part: 

“The defendants have asked this court 
not to grant these applications on the 
ground that the Butlers are large creditors 
of the company and had a peffect right to 
protect themselves by the mortgage and 
bond issue. Counsel declares that the com- 
pany in a circular to the stockhoWers, sub- 
sequent to a stockholders’ meeting, pro- 
posed that the latter take the bonds at 75. 
At that meeting the Butlers, through the 
power they had as a voting trust and 
through their dummies on the official 
board, went through this farce, and on 
June 30 sent out the circulars, unaccom- 
panied by any financial statement, in which 
they calle@ upon the stockholders to take 
up these bonds, of which they held $435,000 
worth as security for their alleged claim, 
et 75. 

“This is what coursel sets up as a rea- 
sonable treatment of stockholders and a 
feasible plan of relief. We dispute this 
and allege that this plan of reorganization 
was merely part of a scheme devised by the 
Butlers to freeze out the other preferred 
stockholders and get control of the com- 
xny. We attack their accounts and be- 
ove that an examination of the books will 
bear out our contention, which has an im- 
sortant bearing on the misconduct of the 
Butlers, one of the grounds on which we 
ask for the injunction and the recciver- 
ship.” 

in granting the order, Vice Chancellor 
Pitney said he could not see any reason 
why he should believe the claim of the de- 
fendants that the proceedings had been in- 
stituted for any purpose other than that 
set forth in the application. Despite the 
decisions cited by Mr. McCarter, the power 
of the court to order an examination of the 
books was beyond peradventure. 

The order will be entered on Monday, and 
Mr. Peckham served notice that at that 
time he would make motion for a stay 
pending an appeal. 

Frank P. McDermott, a Jersey City law- 
yer, was appointed Master in Chancery to 
conduct the examination and was author- 
ized to employ expert accountants to assist 
him. 

George P. Butler, when asked last night 
in regard to the charges of fraud, had this 
to say: 
“The affidavits in support of these alle- 
gations have been made by the underlings 
of the men behind these proceedings. Let 
the principals come forward and make the 
same charges over their own names and 
we will attend to them.” 


J. P. MORGAN SUES FOR $500. 


Files Libel Against the Monmouth for 
Damages to the Corsair. 


J. Pierpont Morgan filed yesterday, in the 
United States Circuit Court, as owner of 
the steam vacht Corsair, a libel against the 
Atlantic Highlands crack steamship the 
Monmouth, claiming $500 damage done 
Aug. 25 at the cup races in a collision be- 
tween the craft through carelessness on 
the part of the officers of the Monmouth. 

Wing, Putnam & Burlingham, proctors 
for the HMbellant, after describing the col- 
lision, explain the grounds for damages as 
follows: 

The damages are asked by the Ifbellant for 
the reason that the Monmouth attempted to 
pass the Corsair without giving the signals, re- 
quired by the international regulations, in Tot 
heeding the four blasts from the Corsair; in at- 
tempting to pass the Corsair too near; in rting 
her helm, and steering in toward the Corsair, 
and in attempting to pass the Corsair she did 
not keep to the westward as she might easily 
have done, and that she did nothing to avoid 
the collision but crowded in upon the Corsair. 

The formal demand is made ‘that the 
Monmouth be sold to satisfy the claim, but 
her owners can give a bond for $1,000 to 
abide legal results, and so avoid interfer- 
ence with her trips. The Monmouth was 
duly libeled on her arrival from the High- 
lands yesterday. 


Montauk Light’s New Lens. 
When the two-masted schooner Excep- 
tion grounded near Montauk Point last 
Saturday morning in a dense fog, Capt. 
Baxter claimed he did not recognize the 
Montauk Point Light, because, he said, it 


had been altered to a third-class light. 
Capt. William M. Folger, Inspector of the

Produce Exchange, in the Managers’ room, 
yesterday afternoon, a committee of fifty 
was appointed to plan the organization of 
the New York Produce Exchange Canal 
League, which will take part in the cam- 
paign of education on the improvement of 
the Erle Canal and aid in making the ef- 
forts of those who advocate the passage of 
the canal referendum successful.

EXECUTION OF CITY COURT MANDATES.— 
The Sheriff refused to execute a judg- 
ment of the City Court in an ac- 
tion to foreclose q lien upon a chat- 
tel upon the pe that the court's 
mandate was not one ‘‘ which must have 
been directed to and executed by the Sher- 
iff." Section 339 of the Code of Civil Pro- 
cedure is in part as follows: “In an action 
brought in the court (i. e., the City Court) 
an order of arrest, a warrant of attachment, 
an execution, or a requisition to replevy a 
chattel, must be directed to and executed 
by the Sheriff. Any other mandate, which 
must have been directed to and executed 
by the Sheriff, if it issued out of the Su- 
preme Court, may, where it issues out of 
the City Court, be directed to and exe- 


cuted either by that Sheriff, or a Marshal 
of that city, named therein."’ The Sheriff's 
claim was that the judgment in questién 
fell within the second sentence of the sec- 
tion, and, therefore, as it could have been 
executed either by himself or the referee, 
it was not one which must have been at- 
tended to by him. Justice Blanchard, yes- 
terday in granting a mandamus to compel 
the Sheriff to execute the judgment, said 
that the latter was in error in assuming 
that his entire jurisdiction for executing a 
mandate of the City Court was derived 
from Section 339. ‘“ This section is’ not ex- 
clusive,”’ said Justice Blanchard, ‘and in 
my opinion does not in any manner 
interfere with the powers and _ duties 
of the Sheriff expcomny conferred upon 
that officer by Section 1,739 of the Code. 
This section, which,relates to a judg- 
ment in an action % foreclose a lien 
upon a chattel, provides: ‘In an action 
brought in a court specified in the last 
section (the City Court being therein spec- 
ified,) final judgment, in favor of the plain- 
tiff, must specify the amount of the lien, 
and direct a sale of the chattel to satisfy 
the same, and the costs, if any, by a 
referee appointed thereby, or an officer des- 
ignated therein,’ and the Sheriff may be 
such officer. Here, then, is found express 
authority conferred upon the City Court 
to designate the Sheriff, and this authority 
is nowlise decreased by anything contained 
in Section 339 before quoted. It therefore 
was the duty of the Sheriff to execute the 
mandate of the City Court.”

INTERVENTION IN SUITS BY INTERESTED 
PaRTIES.—An: order of the Supreme Court 
refusing to allow Ebenezer B. Beecher to 
intervene as an interested party in an ac- 
tion brought by Willard B. Hosmer and 
others against James N. Darrah and oth- 
ers to rescind a contract for the sale of 
stock of a certain corporation to the 
Standard Shoe Machinery Company has 
been reversed by the Appellate Division. 
The action was based on alleged fraud and 
counter charges weré made by the defend- 
ants. When the stock was sold, Mr. Beech- 
er, who was interested in the shoe ma- 
chinery company, indorsed several notes 
which had been given as part considera- 
tion for the sale. While the suit was pend- 
ing the Standard company became insol- 
vent, and went into the hands of a receiver. 
Subsequently Mr. Hosmer and his co- 
plaintiffs entered into a settlement with 
the Standard’s receiver, by which it was 
provided that a judgment should be dock- 
eted to the effect that neither party was 
entitled to rescind, and that the receiver 
should transfer all the stock back to the 

laintiffs. The Appellate Court decides, 

y Justice Ingraham, that Mr. Beecher, 
as indorser of the notes, was entitled to 
intervene under Section 452 of the Code of 
Civil Procedure. This section provides that 
‘‘ where a person, not a party to the action 
has an interest in the subject thereof * * * 
and makes application to the court to he 
made a party, it must direct him to be 
brought in by the proper amendment.” 
‘* Beecher,” said Justice Ingraham, “is not 
a party to the action, but has an interest 
in the subject thereof. He is a large stock- 
holder of the corporation whose rights are 
to be determin by the judgment to be 
entered in this action. He is also a large 
eréditor of that corporation. He Its also 
contingently lable upon these notes 
given.by the corporation, if there is not 
a rescission of the sale as demanded by 
both parties. The action is in equity, and 
if the settlement with the receiver is a 

roper one to be earried out, Beecher’s in- 
ervention will not prevent the proper 
judgment from being entered.”

Trolley Tracks to be Built Over 
Macomb’s Dam Bridge. 


Junction with Metropolitan Lines Al- 
lowed at Request of Bronx Resi- 
dents—One Fare Promise. 


After a tempestuous experience before 
two succeeging Boards of Aldermen the 
Union Railway Company franchise to run 
tracks over Macomb’s Dam Bridge to con- 
nect with the Eighth Avenue line of the 
Metropolitan, was passed in the board yes- 
terday by a vote of 62 to 8. Aldermen Alt, 
Wafer, and» Wentz were the dissenters. 
When previously the matter came before 
the same board forty negative votes were 
cast, and the proposition was defeated after 
having been approved by the Board of Es- 
timate and Apportionment. 

The granting of the franchise will enable 
the Union Railway to give resident& of the 
Bronx a direct connection with the Eighth 
Avenue line of the Metropolitan, although 
it has not yet been settled whether or not 
this will be a five or a ten cent fare. At the 
present time it would mean a double fare, 
but promises have been made that this will 
be so adjusted in the very near future that 
a five-cent fare will give the continuous 
ride. The point has been raised that as the 
Metropolitan owns the Union Company, free 
transfers should be given. Failure to ad- 
just this matter held the granting of the 
franchise over from last Spring. 

President Haffen of the Borough of the 
Bronx has been the strongest advocate of 
the franchise all through its agitation, and 
yesterday in the meeting of the board it 
was freely stated by many of the Aldermen 
that their affirmative votes were cast be- 
cause President Haffen requested them to 
80 vote, and because he had received as- 
Ssurances that the transfer matter would 
be properly settled. 

“To my mind this franchise is nothing 
more or less than a deliberate steal,” de- 


elared Alderman Sullivan when his name 
was reached on the roll call. ‘I know I 
am voting for it, but it is at the request of 
residents of the Bronx and not because I 
believe the terms of the franchise have 
been properly arranged. The City of New 
York has spent millions of dollars on this 
bridge, and now we are turning it over in 
its entirety to the Union Railway Company, 
which comes here under false colors. In the 
first place, there is no Union Railway Com- 
pany. It is the Metropolitan masquerading 
under that name. I make this statement 
of my own opinion to atone for voting for 
the franchise, which I do for President 
Haffen, who assures me that the people of 
the Bronx demand the extension.” 

There was considerable trouble in secur- 
ing the necessary sixty votes to pass the 
franchise in — of the requests that Presi- 
dent Haffen had made, although sixty-five 
Aldermen were present. After the main 
roll call there were three supplemental 
calls for absentees, and then only fifty-nine 
votes had been recorded in the affirmative. 
At this President Haffen and Alderman 
Peck made a personal canvass of the mem- 
bers present, and succeeded in persuading 
three of them to change their votes to the 
affirmative. It was said last night that the 
Union Railway will commence work at once 
laying the tracks over the bridge, as sev- 
eral mass meetings of citizens in the Bronx 
have insistently demanded that the work be 
pushed. 

The other work of the board was largely 
of a routine nature, the meeting being held 
in the panera committee room because of 
the still incomplete condition of the Alder- 
manic Chamber, now being renovated and 
redecorated. Vice Chairman McInnes pre- 
sided. The board voted to accept the invi- 
tation of the League of American Munici- 
palities, and to be represented at the con- 
vention to be held in Baltimore. Resolu- 
tions from the Second Assembly District of 
Brooklyn asking for improvements at Sands 
Street and the Manhattan Bridge, so as to 
make the district, which is the birthplace of 
Mayor Low, one of the most desirable sec- 
tions of the city, were received and referred 
to the Committee on Finance. 

In addition, the board adopted a resolution 
offered by Aiderman Florence, calling upon 
the boa to appoint a committee to inves- 
tigate the uses of the One Hundred and 
Twenty-ninth Street recreation pier by the 
Albany Day Line,-and the Homer Ramsdell 
“Line Steamship Companies. The resolution 
declares that these lines have monopolized 
the pier, shutting out the women and chil- 
dren. The boats are declared to be barring 
access to the public comfort stations 
through the erection of baggage fences. 
The investigating committee is to be com- 
posed of three members to be named by the 
Chairman. 

On the report of the Committee on Fi- 
nanuce, the Aldermen approved an issue of 
$100,000 special revenue bonds for fuel for 
the public schools; $55,000 for the Depart- 
ment of Corrections; $325,000 of corporate 
stock for the Flushing Creek Bridge; $280,- 
000 for police purposes in the Bronx, and 
$110,000 for the general’ uses of the Police 
Department. Other appropriations included 
$100,000 for the Willis Avenue Bridge ap- 
proaches, $30,000 for improvements at Bat- 
tery Park, and $150,000 for the Madison 
Averue Bridge. 


TUG BURNS IN NORTH RIVER. 


Captain and Crew Take to Water After 
Succeeding in Running Their 
Boat Aground. 


The tugboat Col. E. A. Stevens of the 
Hudson Towboat Company, in charge of 
Capt. O. K. Knudson, caught fire in the 
North River, off Spuyten Duyvil Creek yes- 
terday afternoon, and barely reached the 
New Jersey shore in time to allow the 
Captain and crew to escape the flames. The 
boat was run aground off Inwood, and the 
crew and Captain took to the water. 

Capt. William Lacey of the tug Cornelius 
Van Cott saw the plight of the Stevens 
when she took fire midstream and 
started to the rescue. Volumes of smoke 
were pouring from the boat, and her crew 
was seen to be in great danger. He did not 
succeed in reaching her until she had run 
aground and the crew had escaped. He got 
out several lines of hose and succeeded in 
putting out the flames. The boat is thought 
to be a total loss.
